P R E F A CE. 


T hath been the wiſdom of the Church of England, ever 

ſince the firſt compiling of her Publick Liturgy, to keep the 
mean between the two extremes, of too much lliffneſs in re- 
fuſing, and of too much caſineſs in admitting any variation 
from it. For, as on the one ſide, common experience ſheweth, 
that where a change hath been made of things adviſedly 
eſtabliſhed (no evident neceſlity ſo requiring) ſundry inconve- 
niences have thereupon enſued; and thoſe many times more 
and greater than the evils, that were intended to be remedi- 
ed by ſuch change: So on the other ſide, the particular Forms 
of Divine Worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies appoint- 
ed to be uſed therein, being things in their own nature in- 
different, and alterable, and ſo acknowledged; it is but rea- 
ſonable, that upon weighty and important conſiderations, 
according to the various exigency of times and occaſions, 
ſuch Changes and Alterations ſhould be made therein, as to 
thoſe that are in place of Authority ſhould from time to 
time ſeem either neceſlary or expedient. Accordingly we 
find, that in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memor 
ſince the Reformation, the Church, upon juſt and weight 
conſiderations her thereunto moving, hath yielded to make 
ſuch Alterations in ſome particulars, as in their reſpective 
times were thought convenient: Yet ſo, as that the main Bo- 
dy and Eſſentials of it (as wellin the chiefeſt Materials, as in 
the frame and order thereof) have ſtill continued the ſame 
unto this day, and do yet ſtand firm and unſhaken, notwith- 
ſtanding all the vain attempts and impetuous aſſaults made 
againſt it, by ſuch men as are given to change, and have al- 
ways diſcovered a greater regard to their own private fan- 
cies and intereſts, than to that duty they owe to the Publick. 

By what undue means, and for what miſchievous purpo- 


ſes the ule of the Liturgy (though enjoined by the Laws of 
the 
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the Land, and thoſe Laws never yet repealed) came, during 
the late unhappy confuſions, to be diſcontinued, is too well 
known to the world, and we are not willing here to re- 
member. But when, upon His Majeſty's happy Reſtoration, 
it ſeemed probable that amongſt other things, the uſe of the 
Liturgy allo would return of courſe (the ſame having never 
been legally aboliſhed) unleſs ſome timely means were uſed 
to prevent it; thoſe men, who under the late uſurped pow- 
ers had made it a great part of their buſineſs to render the 
people diſaffected thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point of re- 
putation and intereſt concerned (unleſs they would freely 
acknowledge themſelves to have erred, which ſuch men are 
very hardly brought to do) with their utmoſt endeavours to 
hinder the reſtitution thereof, In order whereunto divers 
Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer, 
the old Objections multered up, with the addition of ſome 
new ones, more than formerly had been made, to make the 
number {well. In fine, great importunities were uſed to His 
Sacred Majeſty, that the ſaid Book might be reviſed, and 
ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions thereunto made, as 
ſhould be thought requiſite for the eaſe of tender Conſciences: 
Whereunto His Majeſty, out of his pious inclinations to 
give ſatisfaction (ſo far as could be reaſonably expected) to 
all his ſubjects of what perſuaſion ſoever, did graciouſly 
condeſcend. 

In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the 
like moderation, as we find to have been uled in the like 
caſe in former times. And therefore of the ſundry Altera- 
tions propoſed unto us, we have rejected all ſuch as were 


either of dangerous conſequence (as ee ſtriking at ſome 


eſtabliſhed Doctrine, or laudable Practice of the Church of 
England, or indeed of the whole Catholick Church of Chriſt) or 
elle of no conſequence at all, but utterly frivolous and vain. 
But ſuch Alterations as were tendered to us (by What perſons, 

under what pretences, or to what purpoſe loever lo ten- 
dered) as ſeemed to us in any degree requiſite or expedient, : 
we have willingly, and of our own accord aſſented unto: 

Not enforced ſo to do by any ſtrength of Argument, con- 
a 3 vincing 
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vincing us of the neceſſity of making the ſaid Alterations: For 
we are fully perſuaded in our judgments (and we here pro- 
feſs it to the world) that the Book, as it ſtood before eſta- 
bliſhed by Law, doth not contain in it any thing contrary to 
the Word of God, or to ſound Doctrine, or which a godly 
man may not with a good Conſcience uſe and ſubmit unto, 
or which is not fairly defenſible againſt any that ſhall op- 
poſe the ſame; if it ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and favour- 
able conſtruction as in common equity ought to be allowed 
to all human Writings, eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by 
Authority, and even to the very belt Tranſlations of the 
holy Scripture itſelf. 

Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was, not 


to gratify this or that party in any their unreaſonable. 


demands; but to do that, which to our beſt underſtandings, 
we conceived might moſt tend to the preſervation of Peace 
and Unity in the Church; the procuring of Reverence, and 
exciting of Piety and Devotion in the publick Worſhip of 
God; and the cutting off occaſion from them that ſeek occa- 
ſion of cavil, or quarrel againſt the Liturgy of the Church. 
And as to the ſeveral variations from the former Book, whe- 
ther by Alteration, Addition, or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to 
give this general account, That molt of the Alterations were 
made, either firſt, for the better direction of them that are to 


officiate in any part of Divine Service; which is chiefly done 


in the Calendars and Rubricks: Or ſecondly, for the more 
proper expreſſing of ſome words or phraſes of ancient uſage 
in terms more ſuitable to the language of the preſent times, 
and theclearer explanation of ſome other words and phraſes, 
that were either of doubtful ſignification, or otherwiſe li- 
able to miſconſtruction: Or thirdly, for a more perfect ren- 
dering of ſuch portions of holy Scripture, as are inſerted in- 
to the Liturgy; which, in the Epiſtles and Goſpels eſpecially, 
and in ſundry other places, are now ordered to be read ac- 
cording to the laſt Tranſlation: and that jt was thought 
convenient, that ſome Prayers and Thankſgivings, fitted to 


ſpecial occaſions, ſhould be added in their due places; par- 


ticularly for thoſe at Sea, together with an Office for the 
Baptiſm 
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Concerning the Service of the CHURCH. 


Baptiſm of ſuch as are of riper years; which, although not ſo 
neceſlary when the former Book was compiled, yet by the 
growth of Anabaptiſm, through the licentiouſneſs of the late 
times crept in amongſt us, is now become necellary, and 
may be always uſeful for the Baptizing of Natives in our 
Plantations, and others converted to the Faith, If any man, 
who {hall deſire a more particular account of the ſeveral 
Alterations in any part of the Liturgy, ſhall take the pains 
to compare the preſent Book with the former; we doubt 
not but the reaſon of the change may ealily appear. 

And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties 
in this weighty Affair, as in the ſight of God, and to approve 
our ſincerity therein (ſo far as lay in us) to the conſciences 
of all men; although we know it impoſhble (in ſuch variety 
ofapprehenſions, humours, and intereſts, as are in the world) 
to pleaſe all; nor can expect that men of factious, peeviſh, and 
perverle ſpirits, ſhould be ſatisfied with any thing that can 
be done in this kind by any other than themlelves: Yet we 
have good hope, that what is here preſented, and hath been 
by the Convocations of both Provinces with great diligence 
examined and approved, will be allo well accepted and ap- 


proved by all ſober, peaceable, and truly conſcientious Sons 
of the Church of England. 
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HERE was never any thing by the wit of man ſo 
well deviſed, or lo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in continu- 
ance of time, hath not been corrupted: As, among other 
things, it may plainly appear by the Common Prayers in the 
Church, commonly called Divine Service. The firſt original 
and ground whereof, if any man would ſearch out by the an- 


_ cient Fathers, he ſhall find, that the ſame was not ordained 


but of a good purpoſe, and for a great advancement of god- 
lineſs. For they ſo ordered the matter, that all the whole Bi- 
ble, (or the greateſt part thereof) ſhould be read over once every 
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year; intending thereby, that the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch 
as were Miniſters in the congregation, ſhould (by often read- 
ing, and meditation in God's word) be ſtirred up to godh- 
neſs themſelves, and be more able to exhort others by whol- 
ſome Doctrine, and to confute them that were adverſaries to 
the Truth; and further, that the people (by daily hearing of 
the holy Scripture read in the Church) might continually 
profit more and more in the knowledge of God, and be the 
more inflamed with the love of his true Religion. 

But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Or- 
der of the ancient Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken, and 
neglected, by planting in uncertain Stories, and Legends, 
with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetitions, Com- 
memorations, and Synodals; that commonly when any Book 
of the Bible was begun, after three or four Chapters were 
read out, all the reſt were unread. And in this ſort the Book 
of Jaiah was begun in Advent, and the Book of Geneſts in 
Septuageſuma; but they were only begun, and never read 
through: Aſter like ſort were other Books of holy Scrip- 
ture uled. And moreover, whereas Saint Paul would have 
ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the Church, as they 
might underſtand, and have profit by hearing the ſame; the 
Service in this Church of England theſe many years hath 
been read in Latin to the people, which they underitand 
not; ſo that they have heard with their ears only, and their 
heart, ſpirit, and mind have not been edified thereby. And 
furthermore, notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers have 
divided the P/alms into ſeven Portions, whereof every one 
was called a Notturn: Now of late time a few of them have 
been daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted. Moreover, the 
number and hardneſs of the Rules called the Pie, and the 
manifold changings of the Service, was the cauſe, that to 
turn the Book only was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that 
many times there was more buſineſs to find out what ſhould 
be read, than to read it when it was found out. 

Theſe inconveniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet 
forth ſuch an Order, whereby the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. 
And for a readineſs in this matter, here is drawn out a Ca- 


lendar 
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lendar for that purpoſe, which is plain and eaſy to be un- 
derſtood; wherein (ſo much as may be) the reading of holy 
Scripture is ſo ſet forth, that all things ſhall be done in or- 
der, without breaking one piece from another. For this 
cauſe be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch 
like things as did break the continual courſe of the reading 
of the Scripture. 

Yet, becaule there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there 
muſt be ſome Rules; therefore certain Rules are here ſet 
forth; which, as they are few in number, ſo they are plain 
and eaſy to be underſtood. So that here you have an Or- 
der for Prayer, and for the reading of the holy Scripture, 
much agreeable to the mind and purpole of the old Fathers, 
and a great deal more profitable and commodious, than that 
which of late was uſed. It is more profitable, becauſe here 
are left out many things, whereot ſome are untrue, ſome 
uncertain, ſome vain and ſuperſtitious; and nothing is or- 
dained to be read, but the very pure Word of God, the 
holy Scripture, or that which 1s agreeable to the ſame; and 
that in ſuch Language and Order as is moſt ealy and plain 
for the underſtanding both of the Readers and Hearers. It 
is alſo more commodious, both for the ſhortneſs thereof, and 
for the plainneſs of the Order, and for that the Rules be 
few and eaſy. 

And whereas heretofore there hath been great diverſity 
in ſaying and ſinging in Churches within this Realm; ſome 
following Saliſbury Uſe, ſome Hereford Uſe, and ſome the Uſe 
of Bangor, ſome of York,"{ome of Lincoln; now from hence- 
forth all the whole Realm ſhall have but one Ule. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can be lo plainly ſet forth, but 
doubts may ariſe in the ule and practice of the ſame; to ap- 
peaſe all ſuch diverſity (if any ariſe) and for the reſolution 
of all doubts, concerning the manner how to underſtand, 
do, and execute the things contained in this Book; the 
parties that ſo doubt, ar diverſly take any thing, ſhall alway 
reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſe, who by his, diſcretion 
ſhall take order for the quieting and appeaſing of the ſame; 
ſo that the ſame order be not contrary to any thing con- 

tained 
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tained in this Book. And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſe be in 
doubt, then he may ſend for the reſolution to the Arch- 
biſhop. 


HOUGH it be appointed, That all things ſhall be 
read and ſung in the Church in the Engliſh Tongue, to 
the end, that the congregation may be thereby edified; yet 
* it is not meant, but that when men ſay Morning and 
Evening Prayer privately, they may ſay the ſame in any 
language that they themſelves do underſtand. 

And all Prieſts and Deacons are to ſay daily the Morn- 
ing and Evening Prayer, either privately or openly, not 
being let by ſickneſs, or ſome other urgent cauſe. 

And the Curate that miniſtereth in every Pariſh-Church, 
* or Chapel, being at home, and not being otherwiſe reaſon- 
* ably hindered, ſhall ſay the ſame in the Pariſh-Church or 
Chapel where he miniſtereth, and ſhall cauſe a Bell to be 
* tolled thereunto a convenient time before he begin, that 


the people may come to hear God's Word, and to pray 
* with him.“ 
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F ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed in the Church, and have 
had their beginning by the inſtitution of man, ſome at 
the firſt were of godly intent and purpoſe deviſed, and yet 
at length turned to vanity and ſuperſtition: Some entered 


into the Church by__undiſcreet Devotion, and ſuch zeal 


as was without knowledge; and for becauſe they were 
winked at in the beginning, they grew daily to more and more 
Abuſes, which not only for their unprofitableneſs, but alſo 
becauſe they have much blinded the people, and obſcured 
the Glory of God, are worthy to be cut away, and clean 
rejected: Other there be, which although they have been 
deviſed by man, yet it is thought good to reſerve them ſtill, 


as 
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as well for a decent Order in the Church (for the which 
they were firſt deviſed) as becauſe they pertain to edikication, 
whereunto all things done in the Church (as the Apoſtle 
teacheth) ought to be referred. 

And although the keeping or omitting of a Ceremony, 
in itſelf conſidered, is but a ſmall thing; yet the wilful and 


contemptuous tranſgreſſion and breaking of a common Or- 


der and Diſcipline, is no ſmall offence before God. Let all 
things be done among you, ſaith Saint Paul, in a ſeemly and due 
Order: The appointment of which Order pertaineth not 
to private men; therefore no man ought to take in hand, 
nor preſume to appoint or alter any publick or common 
Order in Chriſt's Church, except he be lawfully called and 
authorized thereunto. 

And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are ſo 
diverſe, that ſome think it a great matter of Conſcience to de- 
part from a piece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo 
addicted to their old cuſtoms: and again on the other ſide, ſome 
be ſo new-fangled, that they would innovate all things, and ſo 
deſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them, but that is new: 
It was thought expedient, not ſo muchto have reſpect how to 
pleaſe, and ſatisfy either of theſe parties, as how to plcaſe 
God, and profit them both. And yetleſt any man ſhould be 
offended, whom good reaſon might ſatisfy, here be certain 
cauſes rendered, why ſome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies 
be put away, and ſome retained and kept ſtill. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multi- 
tude of them hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter days, that the 
burden of them was intolerable; whereof St. Auguſline in his 
time complained, that they were grown to ſuch a number, 
that the eſtate of Chriſtian people was in worle caſe con- 
cerning that matter, than were the Jews. And he counſelled, 
that ſuch yoke and burden ſhould be taken away, as time 
would ſerve quietly to do it. But what would St. Auguſtine 
have ſaid, if he had ſeen the Ceremonies of late days uſed 
among us; whereunto the multitude uſed in his ume was 
not to be compared? This our exceſſive multitude of Cere- 


monies was ſo great, and many of them ſo dark, that they 
did 
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did more confound and darken, than declare and ſet forth 
Chriſt's benefits unto us. And beſides this, Chriſt's Goſpel is 
not a Ceremonial Law (as much of Moſes' Law was) but it is a 
Religion to ſerve God, not in bondage of the figure or ſha- 
dow, but in the freedom of the Spirit; being content only 
with thoſe Ceremonies, which do ſerve to a decent Order 
and godly Diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dull 
mind of man to the remembrance of his duty to God, by 
ſome notable and ſpecial ſignification, whereby he might 
be edified. Furthermore, the moſt weighty cauſe of the abo- 
liſhment of certain Ceremonies was, That they were lo far 
abuſed, partly by the ſuperſtitious blindnels of the rude and 
unlearned, and partly by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as 
ſought more their own lucre, than the Glory of God, that 
the abuſes could not well be taken away, the thing remain- 
ing ſtill. 

But now as concerning thoſe Perſons, which peradventure 
will be offended, for that ſome of the old Ceremonies are 
retained ſtill: If they conſider, that without ſome Ceremo- 
nies it is not poſſible to keep any Order, or quiet Diſcipline 
in the Church, they {hall eaſily perceive juſt cauſe to reform 
their judgments, And if they think much, that any of the 
old remain, and would rather have all deviſed anew: 
Then ſuch men granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be 
had, ſurely where the old may be well uſed, chere they can- 
not realonably reprove the old only for their age, without 
bewraying of their own folly. For in ſuch a caſe they ought 
rather to have reverence unto them for their Antiquity, if 
they will declare themſelves to be more ſtudious of Unity 
and Concord, than of Innovations and New-fangleneſs, which 
(as much as may be with true ſetting forth of Chriſt's Religi- 
on) is always to be eſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch ſhall have 
no juſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be offended, 
For as thoſe be taken away which were moſt abuſed, and 
did burden men's Conſciences without any cauſe; ſo the 
other that remain, are retained for a Diſcipline and Order, 
which (upon juſt Cauſes) may be altered and changed, and 
therefore are not to be eſteemed equal with God's Law. And 
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moreover, they be neither dark nor dumb Ceremonies, but 
are ſo ſet forth, thatevery man may underſtand what they do 
mean, and to what uſe they do ſerve. So that it is not like 
that they in time to come ſhould be abuſed as others have 
been. And in theſe our doings we condemn no other Na- 
tions, nor preſcribe any thing but to our own people only: 
For we think it convenient, that every Country ſhould ule 
ſuch Ceremonies as they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting forth 
of God's Honour and Glory, and to the reducing of the peo- 
ple to a moſt perfect and godly living, without Error or Su- 
perſtition; and that they ſhould put away other things, 
which from time to time they perceive to be moſt abuſed, as in 
men's Ordinances it often chanceth diverſly in divers Coun- 
tries

L gene Pſalter ſhall be read through once every Month, 
as it is there a ppointed, both for Morning and Evening 
Prayer. But in February it ſhall be read only to the twenty- 
eighth, or twenty-ninth day of the Month. 

And whereas January, March, May, July, Auguſt, October, 
and December, have one and thirty days apiece ; It is order- 
ed, that the ſame Pſalms {hall be read the laſt day of the 
ſaid Months, which were read the day before: So that the 
| ſaid Pſalter may begin again the firſt day of the next Month 
enſuing. 

And whereas the CXIX Pſalm is divided into XXII Por- 
tions, and is over-long to be read at one time; It is ſo or- 
dered, that at one time ſhall not be read above four or hve 
of the ſaid Portions, 

And at the end of every Pſalm, and of every ſuch part 
of the CXIX Pſalm, ſhall be repeated this Hymn, 

Glory be to the Father, and to the Son: and to the Holy Ghoſt; 

As it was in the beginning, is now, and ever ſhall be: world with- 
out end. Amen.

4 The Order how the reſt 1 the holy Se 10 
appointed to be read. 


T HE Old Teſtament is appointed for the firſt Leſſons at 
Morning and Evening Prayer; ſo as the moſt part 
thereof will be read over every year once, as in the Calendar 
is appointed. 

The New Teſtament is appointed for the ſecond Leſſons 
at Morning and Evening Prayer, and ſhall be read over order- 
f every year thrice, beſides the Epiſtles and Goſpels; except 

the Apocalyps, out of which there are only certain proper 
Leſſons appointed upon divers Feaſts. 

And to know what Leſſons ſhall be read every day, look 
for the day of the Month in the Calendar following, and 
there ye ſhall find the Chapters that ſhall be read for the 
Leſſons both at Morning and Evening Prayer; except only 
the Moveable Feaſts, which are not in the Calendar, and 
the Immoveable, where there is a Blank left in the Column 
of Leſſons, the Proper Leſſons for all which days are to 
be found in the Table of Proper Leſſons. 

And note, That whenſoever Proper Pſalms or Leſſons 
are appointed; then the Pſalms and Leſſons of ordinary 
courſe appointed in the Pſalter and Calendar (if they be 
different) ſhall be omitted for that time. 

Note alſo, That the Collect, Epiſtle, and Goſpel appoint- 
ed for the Sunday, ſhall ſerve all he Week after, where it is 
not in this Book otherwiſe ordered.

For the 
promiſe that he ſhould be 
the heir of the world, was 
not to Abraham, or to 
his ſeed, through the law, 
but through the righte- 
ouſneſs of faith. For if 
they which are of the law 
be heirs, faith is made 
void, and the promile 
made of none effect.

learch diligently for the 
young child; and when ye 
have found him, bring me 
word again, that I may 
come and worlhip him al- 
ſo. When they had heard 
the king, they departed; 
and lo, the ſtar which they 
ſaw in the eaſt, went be- 
fore them, till it came and 
flood over where the 
young child was. When 
they ſaw the ſtar, they 
rejoiced with exceeding 
great joy. And when 


they were come into the 


houſe, they ſaw the young 
child with Mary his mo- 
ther, and fell down and 
worlhipped him. And

their treaſures, they pre- 
ſented unto him gifts; 
gold, and frankincenſe,

And 
when they ſaw him, they 
were amazed: and his 
mother ſaid unto him, 
Son, why haſt thou thus 
dealt with us? behold, 
thy father and I have 
ſought thee ſorrowing. 
And he ſaid unto them, 
How is it that ye ſought 
me? wilt ye not that I 
muſt be about my Father's 
buſineſs? And they un- 


derſtood not the ſaying 


which he ſpake unto them. 
And he went down with 
them, and came to Naza- 
reth, and was ſubje& unto 
them: but his mother 
kept all theſe ſayings in 
her heart.

This beginning 
of miracles did Jeſus in 
Cana of Galilee, and 
manifeſted forth his glo- 
ry, and his diſciples be- 
lieved on him.

Render there- 
fore to all their dues; tri- 
bute to whom tribute is 


due, cuſtom to whom cul- 


tom, fear to whom fear, 
honour to whom honour.

in perils of robbers, in

in watchings often, in 
hunger and thirſt, in faſt- 
ings often, in cold and 
nakedneſs: beſides thoſe 
things that are without, 
that which cometh upon 
me daily, the care of all 
the churches.

Be not ye 
therefore partakers with 
them; for ye were ſome— 
times darkneſs, but now 
are ye light in the Lord: 
walk as children of light; 
(for the fruit of the 
Spirit is in all goodnels, 
and righteouſneſs, and 


truth) proving what is 


acceptable unto the Lord. 
And have no fellowſhip 
with the unfruitful works 
of darkneſs, but rather 
reprove them: for it is a 


ſhame 
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ſhame even to ſpeak of 
thoſe things which are 
done of them in ſecret. 
But all things that are 
reproved, are made ma- 


nifeſt by the light; for 


whatſoever doth make 


manifeſt, is light. Where- 
forehe ſaith, Awake, thou 
that fleepeſt, and ariſe 
from the dead, and Chriſt 
ſhall give thee light. 


The Goſpel. S. Luke 11. 14. 


ESUS was caſting 
J out a devil, and it 
was dumb. And it came 
to paſs, when the devil 
was gone out, the dumb 
ſpake; and the people 
wondered. But ſome of 
them ſaid, He caſteth out 
devils through Beelze- 
bub, the chief of the de- 
vils. And others tempting 
him, ſought of him a ſign 
from heaven. But he 
knowing their thoughts, 
laid unto them, Every 
kingdom divided againſt 
itſelf, is brought to deſo- 
lation; and a houſe di- 
vided againſt a houſe, 
falleth. If Satan alſo be

divided againſt himſelf, 
how ſhall his kingdom 
ſtand? becauſeye lay, that 
I caſt out devils through 
Beelzebub. And it I by

by whom do your ſons 
caſt them out? therefore 
ſhall they be your judges. 
But if I with the finger of 
God caſt out devils, no 
doubt the kingdom of 
God is come upon you. 
When a ſtrong man arm- 
ed keepeth his palace, 
his goods are in peace: 
but when a ſtronger than 
he ſhall come upon him, 
and overcome him, he 
taketh from him all his 
armour wherein he trult- 
ed, and divideth his 
He that is not 
with me, 1s againſt me: 
and he that gathereth 
not with me, ſcattereth. 
When the unclean ſpirit 
is gone out of a man, he 
walketh through dry 
places, ſeeking reſt; and 
finding none, he faith, 
I will return unto my 
houſe whence came out. 
And when he cometh, 


he 
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he findeth it ſwept and 
garniſhed. Then goeth 
he, and taketh to him 
ſeven other ſpirits more 
wicked than himſelf; and 
they enter in, and dwell 
there: and the laſt ſtate 
of that man is worſe than 
the firſt. And it came 
to pals as he ſpake theſe 
things, a certain woman 
of the company lift up 
her voice, and ſaid unto 
him, Bleſſed is the womb 
that bare thee, and the 
paps which thou haſt 
ſucked. But he ſaid, Yea, 
rather bleſſed are they 
that hear the word of 
God, and keep it.

among ſo many? And 


Jeſus ſaid, Make the men 


ſit down. Now there 
was much graſs in the 
place. So the men ſat 
down in number about 
five thouſand. And Je- 
ſus took the loaves, and 
when he hadgiven thanks, 
he diſtributed to the diſ- 
ciples, and the diſciples 
to them that were ſet 


down, and "likewiſe of 


the fiſhes as much as they 
G would.

would. When they were 
filled, he ſaid unto his 
diſciples, Gather up the 
fragments that remain, 
that nothing be loſt.

Jeſus an- 
ſwered, If I honour my- 
ſelf, my honour is no- 
thing; it is my Father 
that honoureth me, of 
whom ye ſay, that he is 
your God: yet ye have 
not known him; but I 
know him: and it I ſhould 
lay, I know him not, I 
mould be a lar like unto 
you; but I know him, 
and keep his ſaying. Your 
father Abraham rejoiced 
to ſee my day; and he 
ſaw it, and was glad. 
Then ſaid the Jews unto 
him, Thou art not yet 
hfty years old, and haſt 
thou ſeen Abraham? Je- 
ſus ſaid unto them, Ve- 
rily, verily I ſay unto you, 
Before Abraham was, I 
am. Then took they up 
ſtones to caſt at him: but 
Jeſus hid himſelf, and 
went out of the temple.

HEN the morn- 

ing was Come, 

all the chief prieſts and 
elders of the people took 
counſel againſt Jeſus to 
put him to death. And 
when they had bound 
him, they led him away, 
and delivered him to 
Pontius Pilate the go- 
vernor. Then Judas, 
which had betrayed him, 
when he ſaw that he 
was condemned, repent- 
ed himſelf; and brought 
again the thirty pieces of 
ſilver to the chief prieſts 
and elders, ſaying, I have 
ſinned, in that I have be- 
trayed the innocent 
blood. 
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blood. And they ſaid, 
What is that to us? ſee 
thou to that. And he 
caſt down the pieces of 
filver in the temple, and 
departed, and went and 
hanged himſelf. And the 
chief prieſts took the ſil- 
ver pieces, and ſaid, It 
is not lawful for to put 
them into the treaſury, 
becauſe it 1s the price of 
blood. And they took 
counſel, and bought with 
them the potters field 
to bury ſtrangers in. 
Wherefore that field was 
called, The field of blood, 
unto this day. (Then 


was fulfilled that which 


was ſpoken by Jeremy 
the prophet, ſaying, And 
they took the thirty pie- 
ces of ſilver, the price of 
him that was valucd, 
whom they of the chil- 
dren of Iſrael did value, 
and gave them for the 
potters field, as the Lord 
appointed me.) And je- 
ſus ſtood before the go- 
vernor; and the gover- 
nor aſked him, ſaying, 
Art thou the King of the 


Jews? And Jeſus ſaid un- 
to him, Thou ſayeſt. And 
when he was accuſed of 
the chief prieſts and el- 
ders, he anſwered no- 
thing. Then ſaid Pilate 
unto him, Heareſt thou 
not how many things 


they witneſs againſt thee? 


And he anſwered him to 
never a word, inſomuch 
that the governor mar- 
velled greatly. Now at 
that feaſt thegovernor was 
wont to releaſe unto the 
people a priſoner, whom 
they would. And they 
had then a notable pri- 
ſoner, called Barabbas. 
Thereforewhen they were 
gathered together, Pilate 
ſaid unto them, Whom 
will ye that I releaſe un- 
to you? Barabbas, or 
Jeſus, which 1s called 
Chriſt? for he knew that 
for envy they had deliver- 
ed him. When he was 
ſet down on the judg- 
ment-ſeat, his wiſe ſent 
unto him, ſaying, Have 
thou nothing to do with 


that juſt man: for I have 


ſuffered many things this 
63 day 
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day in a dream becauſe 
of him. But the chief 
prieſts and elders perſwa- 
ded the multitude, that 
they ſhould aſk Barabbas, 
and deſtroy Jeſus. The 
governor anſwered and 
ſaid unto them, Whether 
of the twain will ye that 
I releaſe unto you? They 
ſaid, Barabbas. Pilate 
ſaith unto them, What 
{hall I do then with Jeſus 
which is called Chriſt? 
They all ſay unto him, 
Let him be crucihed. 
And the governor aid, 
Why, what evil hath he 
done? But they cried out 
the more, ſaying, Let him 
be crucihed, When Pi- 
late ſaw that he could 
prevail nothing, but that 
rather a tumultwas made, 
he took water and waſh- 
ed his hands before the 
multitude, ſaying, I am 
innocent of the blood of 
this juſt perſon: ſee ye 
to it. Then anſwered all 
the people, and ſaid, His 
blood be on us, and on 
our children. Then re— 
leaſed he Barabbas unto

came out, they 


them: and when he had 
ſcourged Jeſus, he de- 
livered him to be cruci- 
fied. Then the ſoldiers 
of the governor took [e- 
ſus intothe common hall, 
and gathered unto him 
the whole band of ſol- 
diers. And they ſtrip— 
ped him, and put on him 
a ſcarlet robe. And when 
they had platted a crown 
of thorns, they put it up- 
on his head, and a reed 
in his right hand; and 
they bowed the knee be- 
fore him, and mocked 
him, ſaying, Hail, King 
And they 
ſpit upon him, and took 
the reed, and {mote him 
on the head. And after 
that they had mocked 
him, they took the robe 
oft from him, and put his 
own raiment on him, 
to cru- 
cify him. And as they 
found a 
man of Cyrene, Simon 
by name; him they com- 
pelled to bear his crols. 
And when they were 


come unto a place call- 
ed

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ed Golgotha, that is to 
ſay, a place of a ſcull, 
they gave him vinegar to 
drink mingled with gall; 
and when he had taſted 
thereof, he would not 
drink. And they cruci- 


fied him, and parted his 


garments, calting lots: 
that it might be fulfilled, 
which was ſpoken by the 
prophet, They parted my 
garments among them, 
and upon my veſture did 
they caſt lots. And ſit- 
ting down, they watched 


him there; and ſet up o- 


ver his head his accuſa- 
tion written, THISIS 
JESUS THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. Then 
were there two thieves 
crucihed with him; one 
on the right hand, and 
another on the left. And 
they that paſſed by re- 
viled him, wagging their 
heads, and ſaying, Thou 
that deſtroyeſt the temple, 
and buildeſt it in three 
days, ſave thyſelf: if thou 
be the Son of God, come 
down from the croſs. 
Likewiſe alſo the chief 


prieſts mockinghim, with 
the ſcribes and elders, 
ſaid, He ſaved others, 
himſelf he cannot ſave: 
if he be the King of 11- 
rael, let him now come 
down from the croſs, and 
we will believe him. He 
truſted in God: let him 
deliver him now. if he 
will have him: forhe laid, 
I am the Son of God. 
The thieves allo, which 
were crucihed with him, 
caſt the ſame in his teeth. 
Now from the ſixth hour 
there was darknels over 
all the land unto the 
ninth hour. And about 
the ninth hour, Jeſus 
cried with a loud voice, 
ſaying, Eli, Eli, lama ja- 
bachthant? that is to ſay, 
My God, my God, why 


haſt thou forſaken me? 


Some of them that ſtood 
there, when they heard 
that, ſaid, This man 
calleth for Elias. And 
ſtraightway one of them 
ran, and took a ſpunge, 
and filled it with vinegar, 
and put it on a reed, and 
gave him to drink. The 
8 4 reſt 
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reſt ſaid, Let be, let us 
ſee whether Elias will 
come to ſave him. Jeſus, 
when he had cried again 
with a loud voice, yield- 
ed up the ghoſt. And 
behold, the vail of the 
temple was rent in 
twain, from the top to 
the bottom; and the 
earth did quake; and the 
rocks rent; and the 
graves were opened, and 
many bodies of ſaints 


which flept, aroſe, and 


came out of the graves 
after his reſurrection, and 
went into the holy city, 
and appeared unto many. 
Now when the centuri- 
on, and they that were 
with him, watching Je— 
ſus, ſaw the earthquake, 
and thoſe things that 
were done, they feared 
greatly, ſaying, Truly 
this was the Son of God.

HO is this, that 
cometh from E- 
dom, with dyed gar- 
ments from Bozrah? this,

I, that ſpeak in righte- 
ouſneſs, mighty to ſave. 
Wherefore art thou red 
in thine apparel, and thy 
garments like him that 
treadeth in the wine-fat? 
I have trodden the wine- 
preſs alone, and of the 
people there was none 
with me: for I will tread 
them in mine anger, and 
trample them in my fury, 
and their blood ſhall be 
ſprinkled upon my gar- 
ments, and I will ftain all 
my raiment. For the day 
of vengeance is in mine 
heart, and the year of 
my redeemed 1s come. 
And I looked, and there 
was none to help; and 
I wonderedthat there was 
none to uphold: there- 
fore mine own arm 
brought ſalvation unto 
me, and my fury it up- 
held me. And I wil 


tread down the people in 


mine anger, and make 
them drunk in my fury, 
and I will bring down

their ſtrengthto the earth. 
I will mention the lov- 
ing-kindnelles of the 
Lord, and the praiſes of 
the Lord, according to 
all that the Lord hath 
beſtowed on us, and the 
great goodneſs towards 
the houſe of Iſrael, which 
hehath beſtowed on them, 
according to his mercies, 
and according to the 
multitude of his loving- 
kindneſles. For he ſaid. 
Surely they are my peo- 
ple, children that will not 
lie: ſo he was their Savi- 
our. In all their affliction 
he was afflicted, and the 
angel of his preſence ſav- 
ed them: in his love, and 
in his pity he redeemed 
them, and he bare them, 
and carried them all the 
days of old. But they 
rebelled, and vexed his 
Holy Spirit: therefore he 
was turned to be their 
enemy, and he fought a- 
gainſt them. 'Then he 


remembered the days of 
old, Moſes and his peo- 
ple, ſaying, Where is he 
that brought them up out 


of the ſea with the ſhep- 
herd of his flock? Where 
is he that put his Holy 
Spirit within him? that 
led them by the right 
hand of Moles with his 
glorious arm, dividing 
the water before them. 
to make himſelf an ever- 
laſting Name? that led 
them through the deep 
as an horſe in the wil- 
derneſs; that they ſhould 
not ſtumble? As a beaſt 
goeth down into the val- 
ley, the Spirit of the Lord 
cauſed him to reſt: ſo 
didſt thou lead thy peo- 
ple, to make thylelf a glo- 
rious Name. Look down 
from heaven, and behold 
from the habitation of 
thy holineſs, and of thy 


glory: Where is thy zeal, 


and thy ſtrength, the 
ſounding of thy bowels, 
and of thy mercies to- 
wards me? Are they re- 
ſtrained? Doubtleſs thou 
art our Father, though 
Abraham be ignorant of 
us, and Iſrael acknow- 


ledge us not: Thou, O 


Lord, art our Father, our 


Re- 
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Redeemer, thy Name is 
from everlaſting. O Lord, 
why haſt thou made us 
to err from thy ways? 
and hardened our heart 
from thy fear? Return, 
for thy ſervants ſake, the 
tribes of thine inheri— 
tance. The people of thy 
holineſs have poſleſled it 
but a little while: our 
adverſaries have trodden 
down thy ſanctuary. We 
are thine: thou never 
pbareſt rule over them; 
they were not called by 
thy Name. 


T he Goſpel. S. Mark 14. 1. 


FIER two days 
was the feaſt of the 
Paſſover, and of unlea- 
vened bread: and the chief 
prieſts and the ſcribes 
ſought how they might 
take him by craft, and 
put him to death: But 
they ſaid, Not on the 
feaſt-day, leſt there be an 
uproar of the people. 
And being in Bethany, 
in the houſe of Simon 
the leper, as he fat at 


meat, there came a wo- 


man having an alabaſter 
box of ointment of ſpike- 
nard, very precious; and 
ſhe brake the box, and 
poured it on his head. 
And there were ſome 
that had indignation 
within themſelves, and 
ſaid, Why was this waſte 
of the ointment made? 
for it might have been 
ſold for more than three 
hundred pence, and have 
been given to the poor: 
And they murmured a- 
gainſt her. And Jeſus 
ſaid, Let her alone; why 
trouble ye her? ſhe hath 
wrought a good work on 
me. For ye have the 
poor with you always, 
and whenſoever ye wlll, 
ye may do them good: 
but me ye have not al- 
ways. She hath done 
what ſhe could; ſhe is 
come aforehand to a- 
noint my body to the 
burying. Verily I ſay 
unto you, Whereſoever 
this Goſpel ſhall be 
preached throughout the 
whole world, this allo 
that ſhe hath done ſhall 

be 
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be ſpoken of, for a me- 
morial of her. And Ju- 
das Iſcariot, one of the 
twelve, went unto the 
chief prieſts, to betray 
him unto them. And 


when they heard it, they 


were glad, and promiſed 
to give him money: And 
he ſought how he might 
conveniently betray him. 
And the firſt day of un- 
leavened bread, when 
they killed the Paſlover, 
his diſciples ſaid unto 
him, Where wilt thou 
that we go and prepare, 
that thou mayeſt eat the 
Paſſover? And he ſend- 
eth forth two of his dil- 
ciples, and ſaith unto 
them, Go ye into the ci- 


ty, and there ſhall meet 


you a man bearing a 
pitcher of water; follow 
him: And whereſoever 
he ſhall go in, ſay ye to 
the good-man of the 
houſe, the Maſter ſaith, 
Where is the gueſt-cham- 


ber, where I ſhall cat the 
Paſlover with my diſci- 


ples? And he will ſhew 
you a large upper-room 


furniſhed and prepared: 
there make ready tor us. 
And his diſciples went 
forth, and came into the 
city, and found as he 
had ſaid unto them: and 
they made ready the Paſll- 
over. And in the even- 
ing he cometh with the 
twelve. And as they ſat, 
and did eat, Jeſus ſaid, 
Verily I lay unto you, 
One of you which cat- 
eth with me, ſhall betray 
me. And they began to 
be ſorrowful, and to ſay 


unto him one by one, Is 
it I! And another laid, 


Is it I? And he anſwered 
and ſaid unto them, It 1s 
one of the twelve that 
dippeth with me in the 
diſh. The Son of man 
indeed goeth, as it is 
written of him: but wo 
to that man by whom 
the Son of man is betray- 
ed! good were it for that 
man if he had never been 
born! And as they did 
eat, Jeſus took bread, and 
bleſled, and brake it, and 
gave to them, and ſaid, 


Take, eat: This is my 
body. 
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And he took the 


body. 
cup, and when he had 
given thanks, he gave it 
to them: and they all 
drank of it. And he ſaid 
unto them, This is my 
blood of the new teſta- 
ment, which is ſhed for 
many. Verily I ſay un- 
to you, I will drink no 
more of the fruit of the 
vine, until that day that 
I drink it new in the 
kingdom of God. And 
when they had ſung an 
Hymn, they went out 
into the mount of Olives. 
And Jeſus ſaid unto 
them, All ye ſhall be of- 
 fended becaule of me, 
this night: for it is writ- 
ten, I will ſmite the ſhep- 
herd, and the ſheep ſhall 
be ſcattered. But after 
that I am riſen, I will go 
before you into Galilee. 
But Peter ſaid unto him, 
Although all ſhall be ot- 
fended, yet will not I. 
And Jeſus ſaith untohim, 
Verily I ſay unto thee, 
that this day, even in 
this night, before the 
cock crow twice, thou 


ſhalt deny me thrice, 
But he ſpake the more 
vehemently, If I ſhould 
die with thee, I will not 
deny thee in any wile. 
Likewiſe allo ſaid they 
all. And they came to 
a place which was nam- 
ed Gethſemane: and he 
ſaith to his diſciples, Sit 
ye here, while I ſhall 
pray. And he taketh with 
him Peter and James and 


John, and began to be 


{ore amazed, and to be 
very heavy; and ſaith un- 
to them, My ſoul is ex- 
ceeding ſorrovwful unto 
death: tarry ye here, and 
watch. And he went 
forward a little, and fell 
onthe ground, andpray- 
ed, that if it were pol- 
ſible, the hour might paſs 
from him. And he ſaid, 
Abba, Father, all things 
are poſſible unto thee; 
take away this cup from 
me: nevertheleſs, not 
what I will, but what 
thou wilt. And he com- 
eth, and findeth them 
ſleeping, and ſaith unto 
Peter, Simon, fleepeſl 

thou? 
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thou? couldeſt not thou 
watch one hour? Watch 
ye and pray, leſt ye enter 
into temptation: the ſpi- 
rit truly is ready, but the 
fleſh is weak. And again 
he went away, and pray- 
ed, and ſpake the ſame 
words. And when he re- 
turned, he found them 
aſleep again; for their 
eyes were heavy: neither 
wilt they what to anſwer 
him. And he cometh the 
third time, and ſaith un- 
to them, Sleep on now, 
and take your reſt: it is 


enough, the hour is come; 
Behold, the Son of man 


is betrayed into the 
hands of ſinners. Riſe up, 
let us go; lo, he that be- 
trayeth me 1s at hand. 
And immediately, while 
he yet ſpake, cometh Ju- 
das, one of the twelve, 
and with him a great mul- 
titude with ſwords and 
ſlaves, from the chief 
prieſts, and the ſcribes, and 
the elders. And he that be- 
trayed him, had given them 
a token, ſaying, Whom- 
ſoever J ſhall kiſs, that 


ſame 1s he; take him, and 
lead him away ſafely. 
And as ſoon as he was 
come, he goeth ſtraight- 
way to him, and faith, 
Maſter, maſter; and kill- 


ed him. And they laid 
their hands on him, and 


took him. And one of 


them that ſtood by, drew 
a {word, and {mote a ſer- 
vant of the high prieſt, 
and cut off his ear. And 
Jeſus anſwered, and ſaid 
unto them, Are ye come 
out, as againſt a thief, 
with ſwords and with 
ſtaves, to take me? I was 
daily with you in the tem- 
ple teaching, and ye took 
me not: but the Scrip- 
tures muſt be fulfilled. 
And they all forſook him, 
and fled. And there fol- 
lowed him a certain 
young man, having a lin- 
en cloth, caſt about his 
naked body; and the 
young men laid hold on 
him. And he left the lin- 
en cloth, and fled from 
them naked. And they 
led Jeſus away to the high 
prieſt: and with him were 


allembled 


Monday before EASTER. 


aſſembled all the chief 
prieſts, and the elders, 
and the ſcribes. And Pe- 
ter followed him afar off, 
even into the palace of- 
the high prieſt; and he 
fat with the ſervants, and 
warmed himſelf at the 
fire. And the chief prieſts, 
and all the council ſought 
for witneſs againſt Jeſus, 
to put him to death; and 
found none. For many 
bare falſe witneſs againſt 
him, but their witneſs 
agreed not together. And 
there aroſe certain, and 
bare falſe witneſs againſt 
him, ſaying, We heard 
him fay, I will deſtroy 
this temple that is made 
with hands, and within 
three days I will build 
another made without 
hands. But neither ſo did 
their witneſs agree toge- 
ther. And the high prieſt 
ſtood up in the midſt, and 
aſked Jeſus, ſaying, An- 
ſwereſt thou nothing? 
what is it which theſe 
witneſs againſt thee? But 
he held his peace, and 
anſwered nothing. Again 


and ſaid unto him, Art 


clothes, and ſaith, What 


the high prieſt aſked him, 


thou the Chriſt the Son 
of the Bleſſed? And Jeſus 
ſaid, I am: and ye ſhall 
ſee the Son of man ſitting 
on the right hand of pow- 
er, and coming in the 
clouds of heaven. Then 


the high prieſt rent his 


need we any further wit- 
neſſes? ye have heard the 
blaſphemy: what think 
ye? And they all con- 
demned him to be guilty 
of death. And ſome be- 
gan to ſpit on him, and to 
cover his face, and to buf- 
fet him, and to ſay unto 
him, Propheſy: and the 
ſervants did ſtrike him 
with the palms of their 
hands. And as Peter was 
beneath in the palace, 
there cometh one of the 
maids of the high prieſt; 
and when ſhe ſaw Pe- 
ter warming himſelf, ſhe 
looked upon him, and 
ſaid, And thou alſo walt 
with Jeſus of Nazareth. 
But he denied, ſaying, 1 
know not, neither under- 

ſtand - 
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ſtand I what thou ſayeſt. 
And he went out into the 
porch; and the cock crew. 
And a maid ſaw him a- 
gain, and began to ſay to 
them that ſtood by, This 
is one of them. And he 
denied it again. And a 
little after, they that ſtood 
by ſaid again to Peter, 
Surely thou art one of 
them; for thou art a Ga- 
lilean, and thy ſpeech a- 
greeth thereto. But he 
began to curſe and to 
ſwear, ſaying, I know not 
this man of whom ye 
ſpeak. And the ſecond 
time the cock crew. And 
Peter called to mind the 
word that Jeſus ſaid un- 
to him, Before the cock 
crow twice, thou ſhalt 
deny me thrice. And 
when he thought thereon, 
he wept. 
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For the Epiſtle. Iſai. 50. 5. 


HE Lord God hath 
opened mine ear, 
and I was not rebellious, 
neither turned away back. 
I gave my back to the 


ſmiters, and my cheeks 
to them that plucked off 
the hair: I hid not my 
face from ſhame and ſpit- 
ting. For the Lord God 
will help me, therefore 


ſhall I not be confounded; 


therefore have I ſet my 
face like a flint, and I 
know that I ſhall not be 
alhamed. He 1s near that 
juſtifieth me; who will 
contend with me? let us 
ſtand together: who is 
mine adverſary ? let him 
come near to me. Behold, 
the Lord God will help 
me; who 1s he that ſhall 
condemn me? Lo, they 
all ſhall wax old as a gar- 
ment; the moth ſhall eat 
them up. Who is among 
you that feareth the Lord, 


that obeyeth the voice of 


his ſervant, that walketh 
in darkneſs, and hath no 
light? let him truſt in the 
Name of the Lord, and 
ſtay upon his God. Be- 
hold, all ye that kindle a 
fire, that compaſs your- 
ſelves about with ſparks ; 
walk in the light of your 
fire, and in the ſparks 

that 


„ 
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that ye have kindled. This 
ſhall ye have of mine 
hand, ye ſhall lie down 


in ſorrow. 


The Goſpel. S. Mark 15. 1. 
ND ſtraightway in 


chief prieſts held a con- 
ſultation with the elders 
and ſcribes, and the whole 
council, and bound Jeſus, 
and carried him away, and 
delivered him to Pilate. 
And Pilate aſked him, 
Art thou the King of the 
Jews? And he anſwering, 
ſaid unto him, Thou ſay- 
eſt it. And the chief prieſts 
accuſed him of many 
things: but he anſwered 
nothing. And Pilate aſked 
him again, ſaying, An- 
{wereſt thou nothing? be- 
hold, how many things 
they witneſs againſt thee. 
But Jeſus yet anſwered 
nothing; ſo that Pilate 
marvelled. Now at that 
feaſt he releaſed unto them 
one priſoner, whomſo- 
ever they deſired. And 
there was one named Bar- 


abbas, which lay bound 


the morning, the 


unto them, What will ye 


with them that had made 
inſurrection with him, 
who had committed mur- 
der in the inſurrection. 
And the multityde, cry- 
ing aloud, began to delire 
him to do as he had ever 
done unto them. But Pi- 
late anſwered them, ſay- 
ing, Will ye that I releaſe 
unto you the King of the 
Jews? (for he knew that 
the chief prieſts had deli- 
vered him for envy.) But 
the chief prieſts moved 
the people, that he ſhould 
rather releaſe Barabbas 
unto them. And Pilate 
anſwered, and ſaid again 


then that I ſhall do unto 
him whom ye call the 
King of the Jews? And 
they cried out again, Cru- 
cify him. Then Pilate ſaid 
unto them, Why, what 
evil hath he done? And 
they cried out the more 
exceedingly, Crucify him. 
And ſo Pilate, willing to 
content the people, releaſ- 
ed Barabbas unto them; 
and delivered Jeſus, when 
he had ſcourged him, to 

be 
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be crucihed. And the ſol- 
diers led him away into 
the hall called Pretorium; 
and they call together the 
whole band. And they 
clothed him with purple, 
and platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it about 
his head; and began to 
ſalute him, Hail, King of 
the Jews. And they ſmote 
him on the head with a 
reed, and did ſpit upon 
him, and bowing their 
knees, worſhipped him. 
And when they had 
mocked him, they took 
oft the purple from him, 
and put his own clothes 
on him, and led him out 
to crucify him. And they 
compel one Simon a Cy- 
renian, who paſſed by, 
coming out of the coun- 
try, the father of Alexan- 
der and Rufus, to bear 
his croſs. And they bring 
him unto the place Gol- 
gotha, which is, being 
interpreted, The place of 
a ſcull. And they gave 
him to drink wine ming- 
led with myrrh; but he 
received it not. And 


when they had crucified 
him, they parted his gar- 
ments, caſting lots upon 
them, what every man 
ſhould take. And it was 
the third hour, and they 
crucihed him. And the 
ſuperſcription of his ac- 
cuſation was written o- 
ver, THE KING OF 
THE JEWS. And 
with him they crucify 
two thieves, the one on 
his right hand, and the 
other on his left. And 
the Scripture was fulfil- 
led, which ſaith, And he 
was numbered with the 
tranſgreſſors. And they 
that paſſed by railed on 
him, wagging their heads, 
and ſaying, Ah, thou 
that deſtroyeſt the tem- 
ple, and buildeſt it in 
three days, ſave thyſelf, 
and come down from the 
croſs. Likewiſe alſo the 
chief prieſts mocking, 


ſaid among themſelves, 


with the ſcribes, He ſav- 
ed others; himſelf he can- 
not ſave. Let Chriſt the 
King of Iſrael deſcend 
now from the croſs, that 

H we 
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we may ſee and believe. 
And they that were cru- 
cCilied with him, reviled 
him. And when the ſixth 
hour was come, there 
was darkneſs over the 
whole land until the 
ninth hour. And at the 
ninth hour Jeſus cred 
with a loud voice, ſaying, 
Eloi, Eloi, lama ſabachthani ? 
which 1s, being interpret- 
ed, My God, my God, 
why haſt thou forſaken 


me? And ſome of them 


that ſtood by. when they 
heard it, ſaid, Behold, 
he calleth Elias. And one 
ran and filled a ſpunge 
full of vinegar, and put 
it on a reed, and gave 
him to drink, ſaying, 
Let alone; let us lee 
whether Elias will come 
to take him down. And 
Jeſus cried with a loud 
voice, and gave up the 
ghoſt. And the vail of 
the temple was rent in 
twain from the top to the 
bottom. And when the 
Centurion, which ſtood 
over againſt him, ſaw 
that he ſo cried out and 


gave up the ghoſl, he 
ſaid, Truly this man was 
the Son of God. 
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T he Epiſtle. Heb. g. 16. 


HERE a teſta- 

ment is, there muſt 

alſo of neceſſity be the 
death of the teſtator: for 
a teſtament 1s of force al- 
ter men are dead; other- 
wiſe it is of no ſtrength 
at all whilſt the teſtator 
liveth. Whereupon, nei- 
ther the firſt teſtament 
was dedicated without 
blood: for when Moles 
had ſpoken every precepi 
to all the people, accord- 
ing to the law, he took 
the blood of calves and 
of goats, with water and 
ſcarlet wool and hyſlop, 
and ſprinkled both the 
book and all the people, 
ſaying, This 1s the blood 
of the teſtament, which 
God hath enjoined unto 
you. Moreover, heſprink- 
led likewiſe with blood 
both the tabernacle and 
all the veſlels of the mi— 
niſtry. And almoſt all 
things 
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things are by the law 
purged with blood; and 
without ſhedding of blood 
is no remiſhon. It was 
therefore neceſlary that 
the patterns of things in 
the heavens ſhould be pu- 
ried with theſe; but the 
heavenly things them- 
ſelves, with better ſacri- 
fices than theſe. For Chrill 
is not entered into the 
holy places made with 
hands, which are the fi- 
gures of the true; but in- 
to heaven itſelf, now to 
appear in the preſence of 
God for us: nor yet that 
he ſhould offer himſelf of- 
ten, as the high prieſt en- 
tereth into the holy place 
every year with blood 
of others; for then muſt 
he often have ſuffered 
ſince the foundation of 
the world: but now once 
in the end of the world, 
hath he appeared to put 
away ſin by the ſacrifice 
of himſelf. And as it is 
appointed unto men once 
to die, but aſter this the 
judgment: ſo Chriſt was 
once offered to bear the 


ſins of many; and unto 
them that look for him, 
ſhall he appear the ſe- 
cond time without fin 
unto ſalvation. 

T he Goſpel. S. Luke 22. 1. 
OW the feaſt of 
unleavened bread 
drew nigh, which is call- 
ed the Paſſover. And the 
chief prieſts and ſcribes 
ſought how they might 
kill him; for they ſeared 
the people. Then entered 
Satan into Judas ſurnam- 
ed Iſcariot, being of the 
number of the twelve. 
And he went his way, 
and communed with the 
chief prieſts and captains 
how he might betray him 
unto them. And they 
were glad, and covenant- 
ed to give him money. 
And he promiſed, and 
ſought opportunity to be- 
tray him unto them in 
the abſence of the multi- 
tude. Then came the 
day of unleavened bread, 
when the Paſlover muſt 
be killed. And he ſent 
Peter and John, ſaying, 
Go and prepare us the 
H 2 Paſl- 
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Paſſover, that we may eat. 
And they ſaid unto him, 
Where wilt thou that we 
prepare? And he ſaid 
unto them, Behold, when 
ye are entered into the 
city, there ſhall a man 
meet you bearing a pitch- 


er of water; follow him 


into the houſe where he 
entereth in: And ye ſhall 
ſay unto the good-man 
of the houſe, The Maſter 
ſaith unto thee, Where 1s 
the gueſt- chamber, where 
I ſhall eat the Paſſover 
with my diſciples? And 
he ſhall ſhew you a large 
upper-room furniſhed; 
there make ready. And 
they went, and found as 
he had ſaid unto them: 
and they made ready the 
Paſlover. And when the 
hour was come, he fat 
down, and the twelve 
Apoſtles with him. And 
he ſaid unto them, With 
deſire I have deſired to 
eat this Paſſover with you 
before I ſuffer: for I ſay 
unto you, I will not any 
more eat thereof, until it 
be fullilled in the king- 


dom of God. And he 
took the cup, and gave 
thanks, and ſaid, Take 
this, and divide it among 


yourſelves. For I ſay un- 


to you, I will not drink 
of the fruit of the vine, 
until the kingdom of God 
ſhall come. And he took 
bread, and gave thanks, 
and brake it, and gave 
unto them, ſaying, This 
is my body, which is 
given for you: this do 
in remembrance of me. 
Likewile alſo the cup at- 


ter ſupper, ſaying, This 


cup is the new teſtament 
in my blood, which 1s 
ſhed for you. But behold, 
the hand of him that be- 
trayeth me, is with me 
on the table. And truly 
the Son of man goeth as 
it was determined; but 
wo unto that man by 
whom he is betrayed. 
And they began to en- 
quire among themſelves, 
which of them it was 
that ſhould do this thing. 
And there was allo a 
ſtrife among them, which 


of them ſhould be ac- 
counted 
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counted the greateſt. 
And he ſaid unto them, 
The kings of the Gen- 
tiles exerciſe lordſhip o- 
ver them, and they that 
exerciſe authority upon 
them are called benefac- 
tors. But ye ſhall not be 
ſo: but he that is great- 
eſt among you, let him 
be as the younger; and 
he that 1s chief, as he 
that doth ſerve. For 
whether 1s greater, he 
that fitteth at meat, or 
he that ſerveth? is not 
he that ſitteth at meat? 
but Jam among you as 
he that ſerveth. Ye are 
they which have con- 
tinued with me in my 
temptations: and I ap- 
point unto you a king- 
dom, as my Father hath 
appointed unto me; that 
ye may eat and drink at 
my table in my kingdom, 
and ſit on thrones, judg- 
ing the twelve tribes of 
Iſrael. And the Lord 
laid, Simon, Simon, be- 
hold, Satan hath deſired 
to have you, that he may 
lift you as wheat: but I 


have prayed for thee, 
that thy faith fail not: 
and when thou art con- 
verted, ſtrengthen thy 
brethren. And he ſaid 
unto him, Lord, I am 
ready to go with thee, 
both into priſon, and to 
death. And he ſaid, I 
tell thee, Peter, the cock 
ſhall not crow this day, 
before that thou ſhalt 
thrice deny that thou 
knoweſt me. And he ſaid 
unto them, When I ſent 
you without purſe and 
ſcrip and ſhoes, lacked 
ye any thing ? And they 
ſaid, Nothing. Ihen ſaid 
he unto them, But now, 
he that hath a purſe, let 
him take it, and hkewiſe 
his ſcrip: and he that 
hath no ſword, let him 
ſell his garment, and 
buy one. For I ſay unto 
you, that this that 1s 
written muſt yet be ac- 
compliſhed in me, And 
he was reckoned among 
the tranſgreſſors: for the 
things concerning me 
have an end. And they 
ſaid, Lord, behold, here 
oy are 
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are two ſwords. And 
he ſaid unto them, It 1s 
enough. And he came 
out, and went, as he was 
wont, to the mount of 
Olives; and his diſciples 
alſo followed him. And 
when he was at the place, 
he ſaid unto them, Pray 
that ye enter not into 


temptation. And he was 


withdrawn from them 


about a ſtone's-caſt, and 


kneeled down and pray- 
ed, ſaying, Father, if 
thou be willing, remove 
this cup from me: ne- 
vertheleſs, not my will, 
but thine be done. And 
there appeared an angel 
unto him from heaven, 
ſtrengthening him. And 
being in an agony he 
prayed more carneſtly; 
and his ſweat was as 
it were great drops of 
blood falling down to 
the ground, And when 
he roſe up from prayer, 
and was come to his dil- 
ciples, he found them 
ſleeping for ſorrow, and 
laid unto them, Why 
ſleep ve? riſe and pray, 


leſt ye enter into tempta- 
tion. And while he yet 
ſpake, behold, a multi- 
tude, and he that was 
called Judas, one of the 
twelve, went before them, 
and drew near unto [e- 
ſus, to kiſs him. But Je- 
ſus ſaid unto him, Judas, 
betrayeſt thou the Son 
of man with a kiſs? 
When they who were 
about him, ſaw what 
would follow, they ſaid 
unto him, Lord, ſhall we 
ſmite with the ſword ? 
And one of them ſmote 
a ſervant of the high 
prieſt's, and cut off his 
right ear. And Jeſus an- 
ſwered and ſaid, Suller 
ye thus far. And he 
touched his ear, and 
healed him. Then Jeſus 
ſaid unto the chiet prieſts, 
and captains of the tem- 
ple, and the elders who 
were come to him, Be 
ye come out, as againſt 
a thief, with ſwords and 
ſtaves? When I was dat- 
ly with you in the tem- 
ple, ye ſtretched forth no 
hands againſt' me: but 

this

this 1s your hour, and 
the power of darknels. 
Then took they him, and 
led him, and brought 
him into the high prieſt's 
houſe : and Peter follow- 
ed afar off. And when 
they had kindled a fire in 
the midſt of the hall, and 
were ſet down together, 
Peter fat down among 
them. But a certain 
maid beheld him, as he 
ſat by the fire, and carn- 
eſtly looked upon him, 
and ſaid, This man was 
alſo with him. And he 
denied him, ſaying, Wo- 
man, I know him not. 
And after a little while 
another ſaw him, and 
ſaid, Thou art allo of 
them. And Peter ſaid, 
Man, I am not. And a- 


bout the ſpace of one 


hour after, another con- 
lidently affirmed, ſaying, 
Of a truth this fellow al- 
ſo was with him; for he 
is a Galilean. And Pe- 
ter ſaid, Man, I know 
not what thou ſayelt. 
And immediately, while 
he yet ſpake, the cock 


crew. And the Lord 
turned, and looked upon 
Peter; and Peter remem- 
bered the word of the 
Lord, how he had ſaid 
unto him, Before the 
cock crow, thou ſhalt de- 
ny me thrice. And Peter 
went out, and wept bit- 
terly. And the men that 
held Jeſus mocked him, 
and ſmote him. And 
when they had blind- 
folded him, they ſtruck 
him on the face, and 
aſked him, ſaying, Pro- 
pheſy, who 1s it that 
[mote thee? And many 
other things blaſphem- 
ouſly ſpake they againſt 
him. And as ſoon as it 
was day, the elders of 
the people, and the chief 
prieſts, and the ſcribes 
came together, and led 
him into their council, 
ſaying, Art thou the 
Chriſt? tell us. And he 
ſaid unto them, If II tell 
you, ye will not believe: 
and if I alſo alk you, ye 
will not anſwer me, nor 
let me go. Hereafter 
ſhall the Son of man fit 
H 4 | on 
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on the right hand of the 
power of God. Then 
ſaid they all, Art thou 
then the Son of God ? 
And he ſaid unto them, 
Ye ſay that I am. And 
they ſaid, What need we 
any further witneſs ? for 
we ourſelves have heard 
of his own mouth. 


T hur ſday before Eaſter. 
The Epiſtle, 1 Cor. 11. 17. 


N this that I declare 

unto you I praile you 
not, that ye come together 
not for the better, but for 
the worle. For firſt of all, 
when ye come together 
in the Church, I hear 
that there be diviſions a- 
mong you; and I partly 
believe it. For there muſt 
be allo hereſies among 
you, that they who are 
approved may be made 
manifeſt among you, 
When ye come together 
therefore into one place, 
this is not to eat the 
Lord's ſupper: for in eat- 
ing, every one taketh be- 
fore other his own ſup- 
per; and one is hungry, 


and another is drunken. 
What, have ye not hou- 
ſes to eat and to drink in? 
or deſpiſe ye the church 
of God, and ſhame them 
that have not? What 
ſhall I ſay to you? ſhall 
I praiſe you in this? I 
praiſe you not. For I have 
received of the Lord that 
which alſo I delivered un- 
to you, That the Lord 
Teſus, the ſame night in 
which he was betrayed, 
took bread; and when 
he had given thanks, he 
brake it, and ſaid, Take, 
eat; thisis my body which 
is broken for you: this do 
in remembrance of me. 
After the ſame manner 
alſohe took the cup, when 
he had ſupped, ſaying, 
This cup is the new tel- 
tament in my blood: 
this do ye, as oft as ye 


drink it, in remembrance 


of me. For as often as 
ye eat this bread, and 
drink this cup, ye do 
ſhew the Lord's death 
till he come. Wherefore, 
whoſoever ſhall eat this 
bread, and drink this op 
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of the Lord unworthily, 
ſhall be guilty of the body 
and blood of the Lord. 
But let a man examine 
himſelf, and ſo let him 
eat of that bread, and 
drink of that cup. For 
he that eateth and drink- 
eth unworthily, eateth 
and drinketh damnation 
to himſelf, not diſcerning 
the Lord's body. For this 
cauſe many are weak and 
ſickly among you, and 
many fleep. For if we 
would judge ourſelves, 
we ſhould not be judged. 
But when we are judged, 


we are chaſtened of the 


Lord, that we ſhould not 
be condemned with the 
world. Wherefore, my 
brethren, when ye come 
together to eat, tarry one 


for another. And if any 


man hunger, let himeat at 
home; that ye come not 
together unto condemna- 
tion. And the reſt will I 
let in order when I come. 
The Goſpel. S. Luke 23. 1. 
HE whole multi- 
tude of them arole, 
and led him unto Pilate. 


And they began to ac- 
cuſe him, ſaying, We 
found this fellow pervert- 
ing the nation, and for- 
bidding to give tribute 
to Ceſar, ſaying, that he 
himſelf is Chriſt a King. 
And Pilate aſked him, 
ſaying, Art thou the King 
of the Jews? And he an- 
{wered him, and ſaid, 


Thou ſayeſt it. Then ſaid 


Pilate to the chief prieſts, 
and to the people, I find 


no fault in this man. And 


they were the more herce, 
ſaying, He ſtirreth up the 
people, teachingthrough- 
out all Jewry, beginning 
from Galilee to this place. 
When Pilate heard of Ga- 
lilee, he aſked whether 


the man were a Galilean. 


And as ſoon as he knew - 
that he belonged unto 


Herod's juriſdiction, he 
ſent him to Herod, who 
himſelf was alſo at Jeru- 
ſalem at that time. And 
when Herod ſaw Jeſus, 
he was exceeding glad; 
for he was deſirous to ſee 
him of a long ſeaſon, be- 
cauſe he had heard many 

things 
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things of him; and he 
hoped to have ſeen ſome 
miracle done by him. 
Then he queſtioned with 
him in many words; but 
heanſwered him nothing. 
And the chief prieſts and 
ſcribes flood and vehe- 
mently accuſed him. And 
Herod with his men of 
war ſet him at nought, 
and mocked him, and ar- 
rayed him in a gorgeous 
robe, and ſent him again 
to Pilate. And the ſame 
day Pilate and Herod 
were made friends toge- 
ther; for before they were 
at enmity between them- 
{elves. And Pilate, when 
he had called together the 
chief prieſts, and the ru- 
lers, and the people, ſaid 
unto them, Ye have 
brought this man unto 
me, as one that pervert- 
eth the people; and be- 
hold, I having examined 
him belore you, have 
found no fault in this man 
touching thoſe things 
whercof ye accuſe him: 
No, nor yet Herod: for 
I ſent you to him; and 


lo, nothing worthy of 
death is done unto him. 
I will therefore chaſtiſe 
him, and releaſe him. 
(For of neceſſity he mull 


releaſe one unto them at 


the Feaſt.) And they cri- 
ed out all at once, ſaying, 
Away with this man, and 
releale unto us Barrab- 
bas: (who for a certain 
{edition made in the city, 
and for murder, was caſt 
into priſon.) Pilate there- 
fore, willing to releaſe je- 
ſus, ſpake again to them. 
But they cried, ſaying, 
Crucily him, crucify him. 
And he ſaid unto them 
thethird time, Why, what 
evil hath he done? I have 
found no cauſe of death 
in him; I will therefore 
chaſtiſe him, and let him 
go. And they were inſtant 
with loud voices, requir- 
ing that he might be cru- 
cified: and the voices of 
them and of the chief 
prieſts prevailed. And 
Pilate gave ſentence, that 
it ſhould be as they re- 
quired. And he releaſed 
unto them him that for 
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ſedition and murder was 
caſt into priſon, whom 
they had deſired; but he 
delivered Jeſus to their 
will. And as they led 
him away, they laid hold 
upon one Simon a Cyre— 
nian, coming out of the 
country, and on him they 
laid the croſs, that he 
might bear it after Jeſus. 
And there followed him 
a great company of peo- 
ple, and of women, who 
alſo bewailed and la- 
mented him. But Jeſus 
turning unto them, ſaid, 
Daughters of Jeruſalem, 
weep not for me, but 
weep for yourſelves, and 
for your children. For be- 
hold, thedaysare coming, 


in the which they ſhall 


ſay, Bleſſed are the bar- 
ren, and the wombs that 
never bare, and the paps 
which never gave ſuck. 
Then ſhall they begin to 
lay tothe mountains, Fall 
on us; and to the hills, 
Cover us. For if they do 
theſe things in a green 
tree, what ſhall be done 
in the dry? And there 


were allo two other ma- 
lefactors led with him 
to be put to death. And 
when they were come to 
the place which is called 
Calvary, there they cru- 
cifhed him, and the male- 
factors; one on the right 
hand, and the other on 
the left. Then ſaid Jeſus, 
Father, forgive them, for 
they know not what they 
do. And they parted his 
raiment, and caſt lots. 
And the people flood be- 
holding; and the rulers 
alſo with them derided 
him, ſaying, He ſaved o— 
thers; let him fave him- 
ſelf, if he be Chrilt the 
choſen of God. And the 
ſoldiers alſo mocked him, 
coming to him, and offer- 
ing him vinegar, and ſay- 
ing, If thou be the King 
of the Jews, ſave thyſelf. 
And a ſuperſcription al- 
ſo was written over him 
in letters of Greek, and 


Latin, and Hebrew, 


THIS IS THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. And 
one of the malefactors, 
which were hanged, rail- 
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ed on him, ſaying, If thou 
be the Chriſt, ſave thy- 
ſelf and us. But the other 
anſwering, rebuked him, 
ſaying, Doſt not thou fear 
God, ſeeing thou art in 
the ſame condemnation ? 
And we indeed juſtly; 
for we receive the due re- 
ward of our deeds; but 
this man hath done no- 
thing amiſs. And he ſaid 
unto Jeſus, Lord, remem- 
ber me when thou comeſt 
into thy kingdom. And 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, Veri- 
ly I ſay unto thee, To- day 
ſhalt thou be with me in 
Paradiſe. And it was a- 
bout the ſixth hour: and 
there was darkneſs over 
all the earth, until the 
ninth hour. And the ſun 
' was darkened, and the 
vail of the temple was 
rent in the midſt. And 
when Jeſus had cried with 
a loud voice, he ſaid, Fa- 
ther, into thy hands I 
commend my ſpirit: and 
having ſaid thus, he gave 
up the ghoſt. Now when 
the centurion ſaw what 
was done, he glorified 


God, ſaying, Certainly 
this was a righteous man. 
And all the people that 
came together to that 
ſight, beholdingthe things 
that were done, {mote 
their breaſts, and return- 
ed. And all his acquaint- 
ance, and the women that 
followed him from Gali— 
lee, ſtood afar off, behold- 
ing theſe things.

The Epiſtle. Heb. 10. 1. 


HE law having a 
ſhadow of good 
things to come, and not 
the very image of the 
things, can never with 
thoſe ſacrihces which they 
offered year by year con- 
tinually, make the com- 
ers thereunto perfect: for 
then, would they not 


have ceaſed to be offer- 


ed? becauſe that the wor- 
ſhippers once purged, 
ſhould have had no more 
conſcience of ſins. But in 
thoſe ſacrifices there is a 
remembrance again made 
of {ins every year. For it 
is not poſſible that the 


blood of bulls and of 


goats ſhould take away 
ſins. Wherefore, when 
he cometh into theworld, 
he ſaith, Sacrihce and of- 
fering thou wouldeſt not, 
but a body haſt thou pre- 
pared me: In burnt-ol- 
ferings and ſacrifices for 
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fin thou haſt had no plea- 
ſure: Then ſaid I, Lo, I 
come (in the volume of 
the book it is written of 
me) to do thy will, O 
God. Above, when he 
ſaid, Sacrifice and offer- 
ing, and burnt-offerings, 
and offering for ſin thou 
wouldeſt not, neither 
hadit pleaſure therein, 
which are offered by the 
law; 'Then ſaid he, Lo. 


I come to do thy will, O 


God. He taketh away 
the firſt, that he may eſta- 
bliſh the ſecond. By the 
which will we are ſancti- 
hed, through the offering 
ol the body of Jeſus Chriſt 
once for all. And every 
prieſt ſtandeth daily mi- 
niſtering, and offering of- 
tentimes the ſame ſacri- 
fices, which can never 
take away fins. But this 
man, aſter he had offered 
one ſacrifice for ſins, for 
ever lat down on the right 
hand of God; from hence- 
forth expecting till his e- 
nemies be made his foot- 


ſtool. For by one offering 


he hath perfected for e- 


ver them that are ſancti- 


| Ghoſt allo is a witneſs to 


ſaid before, This 1s the 


evil conſcience, and our 


the profeſſion of our faith 


fied: whereof the Holy 
us: For after that he had 


covenant that I will make 
with them after thoſe 
days, faith the Lord, I 
will put my laws into 
their hearts, and in their 
minds will I write them; 
and their fins and iniqui— 
ties will I remember no 
more. Now where remil- 
ſion of theſe is, there is 
no more oflering for ſin. 
Having therefore, bre— 
thren, boldneſs to enter 
into the holieſt by the 
blood of Jeſus, by a new 
and living way, which 
he hath conſecrated for 
us through the vail, that 
is to ſay, his fleſh; and 
having an High Prieſt 
over the houſe of God; 
let us draw near with a 
true heart, in full aſlur- 
ance of faith, having our 
hearts ſprinkled from an 


bodies waſhed with pure 
water. Let us hold faſt 


with- 


without wavering; (for 
he is faithful that pro— 
mi ſed;) and let us conſi- 
der one another to pro- 
voke unto love and to 
good works; not forſak- 
ing the allembling of our- 
ſelves together, as the 
manner of ſome is; but 
exhorting one another: 
and ſo much the more. 
as ye lee the day ap- 
proaching. 


The Goſpel. S. John 19. 1. 


ILATE therefore 

took Jeſus, and 
ſcourged him. And the 
ſoldiers platted a crown 
of thorns, and put it on 
his head, and they put 
on him a purple robe, 
and ſaid, Hail, King of 
the Jews: And they ſmote 
him with their hands. 
Pilate therefore went 
forth again, and faith un- 
to them, Behold, I bring 
him forth to you, that ye 
may know that I find no 
tault in him. 'Then came 
Jeſus forth, wearing the 
crown of thorns, and the 


purple robe. And Pilate 
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ſaith unto them, Behold 
the man. When the chief 
prieſts therefore and of- 
hcers ſaw him, they cri- 
ed out, ſaying, Cruci- 
fy him, crucify him. 
Pilate ſaith unto them, 
Take ye him, and cruci- 
fy him: ſor I find no fault 
in him. The Jews an— 
{wered him, We have a 
law, and by our law he 
ought to die, becauſe he 
made himſelf the Son of 
God. When Pilate there- 
fore heard that ſaying, 
he was the more afraid; 
and went again into the 
Judgment-hall, and faith 
unto Jeſus, Whence art 
thou? but Jelus gave him 
no anſwer. Ihen ſaith 
Pilate unto him, Speakelt 
thou not unto me? Know- 
elt thou not that I have 
power to crucify thee, 
and have power to re— 
leale thee? Jeſus an{wer- 
ed, Thou couldeſt have 
no power at all againſt 
me, except it were given 
thee from above: there- 
fore he that delivered me 
unto thee hath the great- 
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er ſin. And from thence- 
forth Pilate ſought to re- 
leaſe him: but the Jews 
cried out, ſaying, If thou 
let this man go, thou art 
not Ceſar's friend: who- 
ſoever maketh himſelf a 
King, ſpeaketh againſt 
Ceſar. When Pilate there- 
fore heard that ſaying, he 
brought Jeſus forth, and 
ſat down in the Judgment- 
ſeat, in a place that is 
called the Pavement, but 
in the Hebrew, Gabba- 
tha. And it was the pre- 
paration of the Paſſover, 
and about the ſixth hour: 
and he ſaith unto the 
Jews, Behold your King. 
But they cried out, Away 
with him, away with 
him, crucify him. Pilate 
faith unto them, Shall I 
crucifſy your King? The 
chief prieſts anſwered, We 
have no King but Ceſar. 
Then delivered he him 
therefore unto them to 
be crucified: and they 
took Jeſus, and led him 
away. And he bearing 
his croſs, went forth into 
a place called The place 


of a ſcull, which is call- 
ed in the Hebrew, Gol- 
gotha; where they cruci- 
fed him, and two other 
with him, on either fide 
one, and Jeſus in the 
midſt. And Pilate wrote 
a title, and put it on the 
croſs; and the writing was 
JESUS OF NAZA- 
RETH THE KING 
OF THE JEWS. This 
title then read many 
of the Jews; for the place 
where Jeſus was crucihed 
was nigh to thecity: andit 
was Written in Hebrew, 
and Greek, and Latin. 
Then ſaid the chief prieſts 
of the Jews to Pilate, 
Write not, 'The King of 
the Jews; but that he ſaid, 
I am the King of the Jews. 
Pilate anſwered, What 
I have written, I have 
written. Then the ſoldi— 
ers, when they had cru- 
cified Jeſus, took his gar- 
ments, and made four 
parts; to every ſoldier a 
part; and alſo his coat: 
now the coat was without 
ſeam, woven from the top 
throughout. They ſaid 

there 
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therefore among them- 
ſelves, Let us not rend it, 
but caſt lots for it, whoſe 
it ſhall be: that the Scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, 
which ſaith, They parted 
my raiment among them, 
and for my veſture they 
did caſt lots. "Theſe things 
therefore the ſoldiers did. 
Now there ſtood by the 
croſs of Jeſus, his mother, 
and his mother's ſiſter, 
Mary the wife of Cleo- 
phas, and Mary Magda- 
lene. When Jeſus there- 


fore ſaw his mother, and 


the diſciple ſtanding by 
whom he loved, he faith 


unto his mother, Woman, 


behold thy ſon. Then 
ſaith he to the diſciple, 
Behold thy mother. And 
ſrom that hour that diſ- 
ciple took her unto his 
own home. After this, 
Jeſus knowing that all 
things were now accom- 
pliſhed, that the Scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, 
laith, I thirſt. Now there 
was ſet a veſſel full of 
vinegar: and they filled 
a ſpunge with vinegar, 


brake not his legs. 


and put it upon hyſlop, 
and put 1t to his mouth. 
When Jeſus therefore had 
received the vinegar, he 
ſaid, It 1s finiſhed: And 
he bowed his head, and 
gave up the ghoſt. The 
Jews therefore, becauſe 
it was the preparation, 
that the bodies ſhould not 
remain upon the croſs on 
the ſabbath-day, (for that 
ſabbath-day was an high 
day,) beſought Pilate that 
their legs might be bro- 
ken, and that they might 
be taken away. Then 
came the ſoldiers, and 
brake the legs of the firſt, 
and of the other which 
was crucihed with him. 
But when they came to 


Jeſus, and ſaw that he 


was dead already, they 
But 
one of the ſoldiers with 
a ſpear pierced his fide, 
and forthwith came there 
out blood and water. And 
he that ſaw 1t, bare re- 
cord, and his record 1s 
true: and he knoweth 
that he ſaith -true, that 
ye might believe. For

theſe things were done, 
that the Scripture ſhould 
be fulfilled, A bone of 
him ſhall not be broken.

who 1s gone into heaven, 
and 1s on the right hand 
of God, angels and au- 
thorities and powers be- 
ing made ſubject unto 
him. 
The Goſpel. S. Matth. 27.57. 
HEN the even 

was come, there 

came a rich man of Arl- 
mathea, named Joſeph, 
Who 
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who alſo himſelfwas]Jeſus' 
diſciple: He went to Pi- 
late, and begged the body 
of Jeſus. Then Pilate com- 
manded the body to be 
delivered. And when Jo- 
ſeph had taken the body, 
he wrapped it in a clean 
linen cloth, and lazd it 
in his own new tomb, 
which he had hewn out 
in the rock; and he roll- 
ed a great ſtone to the 
door of the ſepulchre, 


and departed. And there 


was Mary Magdalene, 
and the other Mary, ſit- 
ting over againſt the ſe- 
pulchre. Now the next 


day, that followed the day 


of the preparation, the 
chief prieſts and Phariſees 
came together unto Pi- 
late, ſaying, Sir, we. re- 


member that that deceiv- 


er ſaid, while he was yet 
alive, After three days I 
will riſe again. Com- 
mand therefore that the 
ſepulchre be made ſure 
until the third day; leſt 
his diſciples come by 
night and ſteal him away, 
and ſay unto the people, 


He is riſen from the dead: 
ſo the laſt error ſhall be 
worſe than the firſt. Pi- 
late ſaid unto them, Ye 
have a watch; go your 
way, make it as ſure as 
ye can. So they went and 
made the ſepulchre ſure, 
ſealing the ſtone, and ſet- 
ting a watch.

E TER opened his 
| mouth, and ſaid, Of 
a truth I perceive that 
God is no reſpecter of 
perſons; but in every na- 
tion he that feareth him, 
and worketh righteouſ- 
neſs, is accepted with 
him. The word which 
God ſent unto the child- 
ren of Iſrael, preaching 
peace by Jeſus Chriſt; 
(he is Lord of all:) that 
word, I ſay, ye know, 
which was publiſhed 
throughout all Judea, and 
began from Galilee, after 
the baptiſm which John 
preached: how God a- 
nointed Jeſus of Nazareth 
with the Holy Ghoſt, and 
with power; who went 


about doing good, and 
healing all that were op- 
preſſed of the devil: for 
God was with him. And 
we are Witneſſes of all 
things which he did, both 
in the land of the Jews, 
and in Jeruſalem; whom 
they flew, and hanged 
on a tree: Him God 
raiſed up the third day, 
and ſhewed him openly; 
not to all the people, but 
unto witneſles choſen be- 
fore of God, even to us 
who did eat and drink 
with him after he roſe 
from the dead. And he 
commanded us to preach 
unto the people, and to 
teſtify that it 1s he which 
was ordained of God to 
be the Judge of quick and 
dead, To him give all the 
prophets witneſs, that 
through his Name, who- 
ſoever believeth in him, 
ſhall receive remiſſion of 
ins,

ID EHOLD, two of 
his diſciples went 


that ſame day to a village 
called 
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called Emmaus, which 
was from Jeruſalemabout 
threeſcore furlongs. And 
they talked together of 
all theſe things which 
had happened. And it 
came to paſs, that while 
they communed together, 
and reaſoned, Jeſus him- 
ſelf drew near, and went 
with them. But their eyes 
were holden, that they 
ſhould not know him. 


And he ſaid unto them, 


What manner of commu- 
nications are theſe that 
ye have one to another, 
as ye walk, and are ſad? 
And one of them, whoſe 
name was Cleopas, an- 
ſwering, ſaid unto him, 
Art thou only a ſtranger 
in Jeruſalem, and haſt not 
known the things which 
are come to paſs there in 
theſe days? And he ſaid 
unto them, What things? 
And they ſaid unto him, 
Concerning Jeſus of Na- 
zareth, which was a pro- 
phet mighty in deed and 
word, before God and 
all the people: and how 
the chief prieſts, and our 


rulers delivered him to 
be condemned to death, 
and have crucified him. 
But we truſted that it had 
been he, which ſhould 
have redeemed [Iſrael: 
and beſide all this, to-day 
is the third day ſince theſe 
things were done. Yea, 
and certain women al- 
ſo of our company made 
us aſtoniſhed, which were 
early at the ſepulchre; 
and when they found not 
his body, they came, ſay- 
ing, that they had alſo 
ſeen a viſion of angels, 
which ſaid that he was 
alive. And certain of 
them which were with 
us, went to the ſepulchre, 
and found it even lo as 
the women had ſaid; but 
him they ſaw not. Then 
he ſaid unto them, O 
fools, and flow of heart 
to believe all that the 
prophets have ſpoken! 
ought not Chriſt to have 
ſuttered thele things, and 
to enter into his glory? 
And beginning at Moles, 
and all the prophets, he 
expounded unto them in 
I 4 all 
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all the Scriptures the 
things concerning him- 
ſelf. And they drew nigh 
unto the village, whither 
they went: and he made 
as though he would have 
gone further. But they 
conſtrained him, ſaying, 
Abide with us; for it 1s 
towards evening, and the 
day 1s far ſpent. And he 
went in to tarry with 
them. Andit came to pals, 
as he ſat at meat with 
them, he took bread, and 


bleſſed it, and brake, and 
gave to them. And their 


eyes were opened, and 


they knew him; and he 
vaniſhed _g_ their ſight. 

And they laid one to a- 
nother, Did not our heart 
burn within us, while 
he talked with us by the 
way, and while he open- 
ed to us the Scriptures? 
And they roſe up the 
ſame hour, and returned 
to Jeruſalem; and found 
the eleven gathered toge- 
ther, and them that were 
with them, ſaying, The 


Lord is riſen indeed, and 


hath appeared to Simon. 


And they told what things 
were done in the way, 
and how he was known 


of them in breaking of 
bread.

For they that dwell at je- 
ruſalem, and their rulers, 
becauſe they knew him 
not, nor yet the voices 
of the prophets which 
are read every ſabbath- 
day, they have fulfilled 
them in condemning him.

And as concerning 
that he raiſed him up 
from the dead, now no 
more to return to cor— 
ruption, he ſaid on this 
wile, I will give you the 
ſure mercies of David. 
Wherefore he ſaith alſo 
in another Pſalm, Thou 
{halt not ſuffer thine Ho- 
ly One to ſee corrupti- 
on. For David, after he 


had ſerved his own ge- 


neration by the will of 
God, fell on ſleep, and 
was laid unto his fathers, 
and ſaw corruption: But 
he whom God raiſed a- 
gain, ſaw no corruption. 
Be it known unto you 
therefore, men and bre- 
thren, that through this 
man is preached unto 
you the forgiveneſs of 
ſins: And by him all that 
believe are juſtified from 
all things, from which 
ye could not be juſtihed 
by the law of Moſes. Be- 
ware therefore, leſt that 
come upon you, which 
is ſpoken of in the pro-

Nicodemus an{wered and 
ſaid unto him, How can 
theſe things be? Jeſus an- 
ſwered and ſaid unto 
him, Art thou a maſter 
of Iſrael, and knowelt 
not theſe things? Verlly, 
verily I ſay unto thee, 
We ſpeak that we do 
know, and teſtify that we

Neither 
let us tempt Chriſt, as 
ſome of them alſo tempt- 
ed, and were deſtroy- 
ed of ſerpents. Neither 
murmur ye, as ſome of 
them allo murmured, and 
were deſtroyed of the 


deſtroyer. Now all theſe 


things happened unto

them for enſamples: and 
they are written for our 
admonition, upon whom 
the ends of the world are 
come. Wherefore let him, 
that thinketh he ſtandeth, 
take heed leſt he fall. 
There hath no temptation 
taken you, but ſuch as is 
common to man: but 
God 1s faithful, who will 
not ſuffer you to be tempt- 
ed above that ye are able;

I am reſolved what to do, 

that when I am put out of 
the ſtewardſhip, they may 
receive me into their hou- 
ſes. So he called every 
one of his lord's debtors 
unto him, and ſaid unto 
the firſt, How much oweſt 
thou unto my lord? And 
he ſaid, An hundred mea- 
ſures of oil. And he ſaid 
unto him, Take thy bill, 
and fit down quickly, and 
write fifty. Then ſaid he 
to another, And how 
much oweſt thou? And 
he ſaid, An hundred mea- 
ſures of wheat. And he 
ſaid unto him, Take thy 
bill, and write fourſcore.

But by the grace of God 
I am what I am: and his 
grace which was beltow- 
ed upon me, was not 1n 
vain; but I laboured more 
abundantly than they all:

'The 
Phariſee ſtood and pray- 
ed thus with himſelf; 
God, I thank thee that I 
am not as other men are, 
extortioners, unjuſt, a- 
dulterers, or even as this 
Publican: I faſt twice in 
the week; I give tithes 
of all that I poſſeſs. And 
the Publican ſtanding a- 
far off, would not lift up 
ſo much as his eyes un- 
to heaven, but ſmote up- 
on his breaſt, ſaying, God 
be merciful to me a ſin- 
ner. I tell you, this man 
went down to his houſe 
juſtified rather than the 
other: For every one that 
exalteth himſelf, ſhall be 
abaſed; and he that hum- 
bleth himſelf, ſhall be 
exalted.

And this I ſay, 
that the covenant that 
was confirmed before of 
God in Chriſt, the law 
which was four hundred 
and thirty years after, 
cannot diſannul, that it 
ſhould make the promiſe 
of none effect. For if the 
inheritance be of the law, 
it is no more of promiſe; 
but God gave it to Abra- 
ham by promiſe. Where- 
fore then ſerveth the law? 
It was added becaule of 
_ tranſgreſhons, till the ſeed 
ſhould come, to whom 
the promiſe was made; 
and 1t was ordained by 
angels in the hand of a 
mediator. Now a media- 
tor 1s not a mediator of 
one; but God 1s one. Is 
the law then againſt the 
promiſes of God? God 
forbid: for if there had 
been a law given, which 
could have given life, ve- 
rily righteouſneſs ſhould 
have been by the law. 
But the Scripture hath 


concluded all under fin, 
that the promiſe by faith 
of Jeſus Chriſt might be 
given to them that be- 
lieve.

LESSED are the eyes

But a certain 
Samaritan, as he jour- 
neyed, came here he 
was; and when he ſaw 
him, he had compaſſion 
on him, and went to 
him, and bound up his 
wounds, pouring in oll 
and wine, and ſet him 
on his own beaſt, and 
brought him to an inn, 
and took care of him.

were bidden to the wed- 
ding: and they would 
not come. Again, he ſent 
forth other ſervants, ſay- 
ing, Tell them that are 
bidden, Behold, I have 
prepared my dinner; my 
oxen and my fatlings are 
killed, and all things are 
ready; come unto the 
marriage. But they made 
light of it, and went their 
ways, one to his farm, 
another to his merchan- 
diſe: and the remnant 
took his ſervants, and en- 
treated them ſpitefully, 
and ſlew them. But when 
the king heard thereof, 
he was wroth; and he 
ſent forth his armies, and 
deſtroyed thoſe murder- 
ers, and burnt up their 
city. Then faith he to 
his ſervants, 'The wed- 
ding 1s ready, but they 
who were .bidden were 
not worthy. Go ye there- 
fore into the high-ways, 
and as many as ye ſhall 


find, bid to the marriage. 


So thoſe ſervants went 
out into the high-ways, 
and gathered together all 
as many as they found, 
both bad and good; and 
the wedding was furniſh- 
ed with gueſts. And when 
the king came in to ſee 
the gueſts, he ſaw there 
a man who had not on 
a wedding-garment. And 
he faith unto him, Friend, 
how cameſt thou in hi- 
ther, not having a wed- 
ding-garment? And he 
was ſpeechleſs. Then 
ſaid the king to the ſer- 
vants, Bind him hand 


and foot, and take him 


away, and caſt him into 
outer darknels: there ſhall 
be weeping and gnaſhing 
of teeth. For many are 
called, but few are cho- 
ſen.

Jeſus 
ſaith unto him, Go thy 
way, thy ſon liveth. And 
the man believed the 
word that Jeſus had ſpo- 
ken unto him, and he 
went his way. And as he 
was now going down, 
his ſervants met him, 
and told him, ſaying, 
Thy ſon liveth. Then 
enquired he of them the 
hour when he began to 
amend: and they ſaid 
unto him, Yelterday at 
the ſeventh hour the fe— 
ver left him. So the fa- 
ther knew that it was at 


the ſame hour, in the 


which Jeſus ſaid unto 
him, Thy ſon liveth; and 
himſelf believed, and his 
whole houſe. This is a- 


gain the ſecond miracle 
that Jeſus did, when he 


was come out of Judea 
into Galilee.

And he would not; but 
went and caſt him into 
priſon, till he ſhould pay 
the debt.

him, ſaid unto him, O 
thou wicked ſervant, I 
forgave thee all that debt, 
becauſe thou deſiredſt me:

have had compaſſion on 
thy fellow-lervant, even 
as I had pity on thee? 
And his lord was wroth, 
and delivered him to the 


tormentors, till he ſhould

Then thoſe men, 
when they had ſeen the 
miracle that Jeſus did, 
ſaid, "This is of a truth 
that Prophet that ſhould 
come into the world.

eth; and hath ſeen in a 
viſion a man named Ana- 
nias, coming in, and put- 
ting his hand on him, 
that he might receive his 
fight. Then Ananias an- 
{wered, Lord, I have 
heard by many of this 
man, how much evil he 
hath done to thy ſaints 
at Jeruſalem; and here 
he hath authority from 
the chief prieſts to bind 
all that call on thy Name. 
But the Lord ſaid unto 
him, Go thy way; for 
he is a choſen veſſel unto 
me, to bear my Name 
before the Gentiles, and 
kings, and the children 
of Ifrael. For I will ſhew 


him how great things he 
muſt ſuffer for my Name's 
ſake. And Ananias went 
his way, and entered in- 
to the houſe; and putting 
his hands on him, ſaid, 
Brother Saul, the Lord 
(even Jeſus that appeared 
unto thee in the way as 
thou cameſt) hath ſent 
me, that thou mighteſt 
receive thy ſight, and be 
filled with the Holy Ghoſt. 
And immediately there 
fell from his eyes as it 
had been ſcales; and he 
received ſight forthwith, 
and aroſe, and was bap- 
tized. And when he had 
received meat, he was 
ſtrengthened. Then was 
Saulcertain days with the 
diſciples which were at 
Damaſcus. And ſtraight- 
way he preached Chriſt 
in the ſynagogues, that 


he is the Son of God. 


But all that heard him 
were amazed, and ſaid, 
Is not this he that de- 
ſtroyed them which call- 
ed on this Name in Jeru- 
ſalem, and came hither 
for that intent, that he 

might

might bring them bound 
unto the chief prieſts ? 
But Saul increaſed the 
more inſtrength, and con- 
founded the jews which 
dwelt at Damaſcus, prov- 
ing that this is very Chriſt. 
T he Goſpel. S. Matth. 19. 27. 
ETER anſwered and 
ſaid unto Jeſus, Be- 
hold, we have forſaken 
all, and followed thee; 
what ſhall we have there- 
fore? And Jeſus ſaid un- 
to them, Verily I ſay un- 
to you, that ye, which 
have followed me in the 
regeneration, when the 
Son of man ſhall fit in 
the throne of his glory, 
ye alſo ſhall fit upon 
twelve thrones, judging 
the twelve tribes of 11- 
rael. And every one that 
hath forſaken houſes, or 
brethren, or liſters, or fa- 
ther, or mother, or wife, 
or children, or lands for 
my Name's ſake, ſhall re- 
ceive an hundred-fold, 
and ſhall inherit everlaſt- 
ing life. But many that 
are firſt ſhall be laſt, and 
the laſt ſhall be firſt.

And Simeon bleſ]- 
ed them, and ſaid unto 
Mary his mother, Behold, 
this child is ſet for the 
fall and riſing again of 
many in Iſrael; and for 
a ſign which ſhall be ſpo- 
ken againſt, (yea, a ſword 
ſhall pierce through thy 
own ſoul allo) that the 
thoughts of many hearts 
may be revealed. And 
there was one Anna a 
propheteſs, the daughter 
of Phanuel, of the tribe 
of Aſer; ſhe was of a 
great age, and had lived 
with an huſband ſeven 


years from her virginity: 
and ſhe was a widow of 
about fourſcore and four 


years; which departed 
not from the temple, but 
ſerved God with faſtings 
and prayers, night and 
day. And ſhe, coming in 
that inſtant, gave thanks 
likewiſe unto the Lord, 
and ſpake of him to all 
them that looked for re- 
demption in Jeruſalem. 
And when they had per- 
formed all things accord- 
ing to the law of the 
Lord, they returned into 
Galilee, to their own ci— 
ty Nazareth. And the 
child grew, and waxed 
ſtrong in ſpirit, filled 
with wiſdom; and the 
grace of God was upon 
him.

hands of Barnabas and 
Saul.

O Zion, that bring- 
eſt good tidings, get thee 
up into the high moun- 
tain: O Jeruſalem, that 
bringeſt good tidings, 
lift up thy voice with 
ſtrength ; lift it up, be 
not afraid: ſay unto the 
cities of Judah, Behold 
your God.

in holineſs and righteouſ- 
neſs before him all the 
days of our life. And 
thou, Child, ſhalt be call- 
ed the Prophet of the 
Higheſt: for thou ſhalt go 
before the face of the 
Lord to prepare his ways;

4 QO many as intend to be partakers of the holy Communion ſhall faguify 
their Names to the Curate at leaſt ſome time the day before. 


And if any of thoſe be an oben and notorious evil liver, or have done any 
wrong to his neighbours by word or deed, ſo that the Congregation be 
thereby offended; the Curate, having knowledge thereof, ſhall call him, 
and advertiſe him, that im any wiſe he preſume not to come to the Lord's 
Table, until he hath openly declared 4 0% to have truly repented and 
amended is former naughty life, that the Congregation may thereby be 
ſatisfied, which before were offended ; and that he hath recompenſed the 
Parties, to whom he hath done wrong ; or at leaſt declare himſelf to be in 
full purpoſe ſo to do, as ſoon as he convemently may. 


Te ſame order ſhall the Curate uſe with thoſe, betwixt whom he percetveth 
malice and hatred to reign ; not ſuffering them to be partakers of the 
Lord's Table, until he know them to be reconciled. And if one of the 
Parties, ſo at variance, be content to forgrve from the bottom of has heart 
all that the other hath treſpaſſed againſt hum, and to make amends for that 
he hamſelf hath offended; and the other Party will not be perſuaded to a 
godly unity, but remain till in his frowardneſs and malice : the Miniſter 
in that caſe cught to admit the penitent perſon to the holy Communton, and 
not him that is obſtinate. Provided that every Miniſter ſo repelling any, 
as is ſpecified in this, or the next precedent paragraph of this Rubrick, 
hall be obliged to give an account of the ſame to the Ordinary within 
fourteen days after at the fartheſt. And the Ordinary ſhall proceed again 
the offending perſon according to the Canon. 


J The Table at the Communtion-ttme having a fair white linen Cloth upon tt, 
ſhall ſtand in the body of the Church, or in the Chancel, where Morning 
and Evening Prayer are appointed to be ſaid.

Therefore if any 
of you be a blaſphemer 
of God, an hinderer or 
anderer of his Word, 
an adulterer, or be in 
malice or envy, or in any 
other grievous crime; re- 
pent you of your ſins, or 
elſe come not to that 
holy Table; leſt after the 
taking of that holy Sa- 
crament, the devil enter 
into you, as he entered 
into Judas, and fill you 
full of all iniquities, and 
bring you to deſtruction 
both of body and ſoul.

And becauſe it 1s re- 
quiſite, that no man 
ſhould come to the holy 
Communion, but with a 
full truſt in God's mercy, 
and with a quiet con- 
ſcience; therefore if there 
be any of you, who by 
this means cannot quiet 
his own conſcience here- 
in, but requireth further 
comfort or counſel; let 
him come to me, or to 
ſome other diſcreet and 
learned Miniſter of God's 
Word, and open his grief; 
that by the miniſtry of 
Word, he 
may receive the benefit 
of abſolution, together 
with ghoſtly counſel and 
advice, to the quieting 
of his conſcience, and 
avoiding of all ſcruple 
and doubtfulneſs.

EARLY beloved 
brethren, on ----- I 
intend by God's grace to 
celebrate the Lord's Sup- 
per: unto which, in God's 
behalf 
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behalf, I bid you all that 
are here preſent; and be- 
ſeech you for the Lord 
Jeſus Chriſt's ſake, that 
ye will not refuſe to come 
thereto, being ſo lovingly 
called and bidden by God 
himſelf. Ye know how 
grievous and unkind a 
thing it is, when a man 
hath prepared a rich 
fealt, decked his table 
withall kind of proviſion, 
ſo that there lacketh no- 
thing but the gueſts to fit 
down; and yet they who 
are called, without any 
cauſe, moſt unthankfully 
refuſe to come. Which 
of you, in ſuch a caſe, 
would not be moved? 
Who would not think a 
great injury and wrong 
done unto him? Where- 
fore, molt dearly beloved 
in Chriſt, take ye good 
heed, leſt ye withdraw- 
ing yourſelves from this 
holy Supper, provoke 
God's indignation againſt 
you. 
ter for a man to ſay, I 
will not communicate, 
becauſe I am otherwiſe 


It is an eaſy mat- 


hindered with worldly 
buſmeſs. But ſuch ex- 
cuſes are not ſo eaſily ac- 
cepted and allowed be- 
fore God. If any man 
ſay, I am a grievous ſin- 
ner, and therefore am 
afraid to come: where- 
fore then do ye not re- 
pent and amend? When 
God calleth you, are ye 
not aſhamed to ſay, you 
will not come? When ye 
ſhould return to God, 
will ye excule yourſelves, 
and ſay, ye are not ready? 
Conhder earneſtly with 
yourſelves, how little 
ſuch feigned excuſes will 
avail before God. They 
that refuſed the feaſt in 
the Goſpel, becauſe they 
had bought a farm, or 
would try their yokes of 
oxen, or becauſe they 
were married, were not 
ſo excuſed, but counted 
unworthy of the heaven- 
ly feaſt. I, for my part, 
ſhall be ready; and ac- 
cording to mine office, 
I bid you in the Name 
of God; I call you in 
Chriſt's behalf; I exhort 


you, 
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you, as ye love your own 
ſalvation, that ye will 
be partakers of this holy 
Communion. And as the 
Son of God did vouchſafe 
to yield up his ſoul by 
death upon the croſs for 
your ſalvation; ſo it is 
your duty to receive the 
Communion in remem— 
brance of the ſacrifice of 
his death, as he himſelf 
hath commanded: Which 
if ye ſhall neglect to do, 
conſider with yourſelves, 
how great injury ye do 
unto God, and how ſore 
puniſhment hangeth over 
your heads for the ſame; 


when ye wilfully abſtain 


from the Lord's Table, 
and ſeparate from your 
brethren, who come to 
feed on the banquet of 
that moſt heavenly food. 
Theſe things if ye ear- 
neſtly conſider, ye will 
by God's grace return to 


a better mind: for the 


obtaining whereof, we 
ſhall not ceaſe to make 
our humble petitions un- 
to Almighty God our 
heavenly Father. 


J At the time of the celebration of 
the Communion, the Communi- 


cants being conventently placed for 
the receroing of the holy Sacra- 
ment, the Prieſt ſhall Jo this 


Exhortation. 

EARLY beloved in 

the Lord, ye that

ye be not judged of the 
Lord; repent you truly 
for your ſins paſt; have 
a lively and ſtedfaſt faith 
in Chriſt our Saviour; 
amend your lives, and be 
in perfect charity with all 
men; ſo ſhall ye be meet 
partakers of thoſe holy 
myſteries. And above all 
things, ye mull give moſt 
humbleand hearty thanks 
to God the Father, the 
Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, 
for the redemption of the 
world by the death and 
paſſion of our Saviour 
Chriſt, both God and 
man; who did humble 
himſelf even to the death 
upon the Croſs, for us 
miſerable ſinners, who 
lay in darkneſs and the

who haſt promiſed

1 Upon the Sundays and other Holy-days (if there be no Communion) ſhall 
be ſaid all that is appointed at the Communion, until the end of the 
general Prayer [For the whole ſtate of Chriſt's Church militant 
here in earth] together with one or more of theſe Collefls laſt before 
rehearſed, concluding with the Bleſſing. 


J And there ſhall be no Celebration of the Lord's Supper, except there be a 
convenient number to communicate with the Prieſt, according to has 


diſcretion. 


1 And if there be not above twenty perſons in the pariſh of diſcretion to 


recerve the Communion; yet there 


ſhall be no Communion, except four 


(or three at the leaſt) communicate with the Prieſt. 


1 And in Cathedral and Collegiate Churches and Colleges, where there are 


many Prieſts and Deacons, they 


ſhall all recetve the Communion with the 


Prieſt every Sunday at the leaſt, except they have a reaſonable cauſe to 


the contrary. 


J And 
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1 And to take away all occaſion diſſenſion, and ſuperſlition, which any 
perſon hath or might have concerning the Bread and Wine, it ſhall 
ſuffice, that the Bread be ſuch as is uſual to be eaten; but the beſt and 
pureſt Wheat Bread that convemently may be gotten. 


J And if any of the Bread and Wine remain unconſecrated, the Curate 
ſhall have it to- his own uſe: but if any remain of that which was con- 
ſecrated, it ſhall not be carried out of the Church, but the Prieſt and 
ſuch other of the Communicants as he ſhall then call unto him, ſhall, 
immediately after the Bleſſing, reverently eat and drink the ſame. 


T The Bread and Wine for the Communion ſhall be provided by the Curate 
and the Church-wardens, at the charges of the Pariſh. 


1 And note, That every Pariſhioner ſhall communicate at the leaſt three times 
in the Year, of which Eaſter to be one. And yearly at Eaſter every 
Pariſhioner ſhall reckon with the Parſon, Vicar, or Curate, or his or 
their deputy or deputies; and pay to them or him all Ecclefraftical Duttes 

accuſtomably due, then and at that time to be paid. 


T After the Divine Service ended, the Money given at the 2 ſhall be 
diſpoſed of to ſuch pious and charitable uſes, as the Miniſter and Church- 


wardens ſhall think fit. Where if they diſagree, it ſhall be dypeſed of 
as the Ordinary ſhall appornt. 


W HEREAS 2 is ordained in this Office for the Adminiſtration of 
the Lord's Supper, that the Communicants ſhould receive the ſame 


kneeling ; (whach „ is well meant, for a ſignification of our humble and 
grateful acknowledgment of the Benefits of Chriſt therein given to all worthy 
recetvers, and for the avoiding of ſuch prophanation and diſorder in the holy 
Communion, as might otherwiſe enſue: ) Yet, leſt the ſame kneeling ſhould 
by any perſons, either out of 1gnorance and infirmity, or out of malice and 

obſtinacy, be miſconſirued and depraved; It is hereby declared, That thereby 
no adoration is intended, or ought to be done, either unto the Sacramental 
Bread or Wane there bodily received, or unto any Corporal Preſence of 
Chriſt's natural Fleſh and Blood. For the Sacramental Bread and Wane 
remain ſlill in their very natural ſubſtances; and therefore may not be 
adored; (for that were Idolatry, to be abhorred of all faithful Chriſtians: ) 
and the natural Body and Blood of our Saviour Chriſt are tn Heaven, and 


not here; it being againſt the truth of Chriſt's natural Body, to be at one 
time in more places than one.

The MINISTRATION of 
PUBLICK BAPTISM of INFANTS, 


To be uſed in the CHURCH, 


1 The People are to be admoniſhed, that it is moſt convenient, that Baptiſm 
ſhould not be adminiſtered but upon Sundays, and other Holy-days, when 
the moſt number of People come together : as well for that the Congre- 
gation there preſent may teſtify the receiving of them that be newly bap- 
tized, into the number of Chriſt's Church; as alſo becauſe in the 


Baptiſm of Infants, every man preſent may be 


put in remembrance of 


his own profeſſion made to God in has Baptiſm. For which cauſe alſo 
it is expedient, that Baptiſm be miniſtered in the vulgar Tongue. Me- 
vertheleſs (if neceſſity ſo require) Children may be baptized upon any 


other day. 
J And note, That there 


ſhall be for every Male-child to be baptized, two 


Godfathers and one Godmother; and for every Female, one Godfather 


and two Godmothers. 


Mien there are Children to be baptized, the Parents ſhall give knowledge 
thereof over might, or in the morning before the beginning of Morning 
Prayer, to the Curate. And then the Godfathers and Godmothers, and 
the People with the Children, muſt be ready at the Font, either imme- 
diately after the laſt Leſſon at Morning Prayer, or elſe immediately after 
the laſt Leſſon at Evening Prayer, as the Curate by his diſcretion ſhall 
appoint. And the Prieſt coming to the Font, (which is then to be filled 
with pure Water,) and ſtanding there, ſhall ſay, 


AT H this Child been al- 
ready baptized, or no? 


4 If they anſwer, No: Then ſhall 
the Prieft proceed as followeth. 


EARLY beloved, foraſ- 
much as all men are con- 
ceived and born in fin; and 
that our Saviour Chriſt ſaith, 
None can enter into the king- 
dom of God, except he be re- 
generate, and born anew of 
Water and of the Holy Ghoſt; 
I beſeech you to call upon God 
the Father, through our Lord 


Jeſus Chriſt, that of his boun- 
teous mercy he will grant to

The MINISTRATION of 


PRIVATE BAPTISM of CHILDREN 
In HOUSES. 


1 The Curates of every Pariſh ſhall often admoniſh the People, that they 


defer not the Baptiſm of their Children longer than the 


firſt or ſecond 


Sunday next after their Birth, or other Holy-day falling between, unleſs 
upon a great and reaſonable cauſe, to be approved of by the Curate. 


1 And alſo they 


ſhall warn them, that without like great cauſe and neceſſuy, 


they procure not their Children to be baptized at home in their houſes. But 
when need ſhall compel them ſo to do, then Baptiſm ſhall be adminiſtered 


on this faſhion: 


J Firſt, let the Miniſter of the Pariſh (or, in his abſence, any other lawful 
Miniſter that can be procured) with them that are preſent, call upon God, 
and ſay the Lord's Prayer, and ſo many of the Collefls appointed to be 
ſaid before in the Form of Public Baptiſm, as the time and preſent exi- 


gence will ſuffer. 


And then the Child, being named by ſome one that is 


preſent, the Miniſter ſhall pour Water upon it, ſaying theſe words:

1 And if the Miniſter ſhall find by 
the Anſwers of ſuch as bring the

1 Firſt the Banns of all that are to be married together, muſt be publiſhed 
in the Church three ſeveral Sundays (or Holy-days,) in the time of divine 
Service, immediately before the Sentences for the Offertory ; the Curate 


Saying after the accuſtomed Manner, 


Publiſh the Banns of Mar- 

riage between M. of 
and N. of If any of you 
know cauſe, or juſt impedi- 
ment, why theſe two perſons 
ſhould not be joined together 
in holy Matrimony, ye are to 
declare it: This 1s the firſt, 
[ ſecond, or third | time of aſk- 
ing. 

T And if the Perſons that are to be 
married, dwell in divers Pariſhes, 
the Banns muſt be aſked in both 
Pariſhes; and the Curate of the 
one Pariſh ſhall not ſolemnixe 
Matrimony betwixt them, without 
a Certificate of the Banns. being 
thrice aſked, from the Curate of 
the other Pariſh. 


1 At the day and time appointed for 
Solemnixation of Matrimony, the 
Perſons to be married ſhall come 
into the body of the Church with 
thetr Friends and Netghbours : 
and there ſtanding together, the 
Man on the right-hand, and the 

Woman on the left, the Prieſt 
ſhall ſay, | 

EARTY beloved, we are 

Pe gathered together here in 

the fight of God, and in the 

face of this congregation, to 

Join together this Man and this 

Woman in holy Matrimony; 

which is an honourable eſtate, 


inſtituted of God in the time 
of man's innocengy, ſignifying 
unto us the myſtical union 
that 18 betwixt Chriſt and his 
Church: which holy eſtate 
Chriſt adorned and beautified 
with his preſence, and firſt 
miracle that he wrought in 
Cana of Galilee; and is com- 
mended of Saint Paul to be 
honourable among all men: 
and therefore is not by any to 
be enterpriſed, nor taken in 
hand unadviſedly, lightly, or 
wantonly, to ſatisfy men's car- 
nal luſts and appetites, like 
brute beaſts that have no un- 
derſtanding; but reverently, diſ- 
creetly, adviſedly, ſoberly, and 
in the fear of God; duly con- 
ſidering the cauſes for which 
Matrimony was ordained. 
Firſt, it was ordained for 
the procreation of children, to 
be brought up in the fear and 
nurture of the Lord, and to 
the praiſe of his holy Name. 
Secondly, it was ordained 
for a remedy againſt ſin, and 
to avoid fornication; that ſuch 
perſons as have not the gift of 
continency, might marry, and 
keep themſelves undefiled mem- 
bers of Chriſt's body. 
Thirdly, it was ordained for 
the mutual ſociety, help, and 
u comfort

comfort that the one ought to 
have of the other, both in 
proſperity and adverſity.

So ought men to love their 
wives as their own bodies; he 
that loveth his wife, loveth 
himſelf: for no man ever yet 
hated his own fleſh, but nou- 
riſheth and cheriſheth it, even 
as the Lord the Church: for 
we are members of his bo- 
dy, of his fleſh, and of his 
bones. For this cauſe ſhall a 
man leave his father and mo- 
ther, and ſhall be joined unto 
his wife; and they two ſhall 
be one fleſh. This is a great 
myſtery; but I ſpeak concern- 
ing Chriſt and the Church.

in particular ſo love his wife, 
even as himſelf. Epheſ. 5. 25. 

Likewiſe the ſame Saint 
Paul writing to the Coloſſians, 
ſpeaketh thus to all men that 
are married: Huſbands, love 
your wives, and be not bitter 
againſt them. Coloſſ. 3. 19. 

Hear alſo what Saint Peter 
the Apoſtle of Chriſt, who was 
himſelf a married man, ſaith 
unto them that are married: 
Ye huſbands, dwell with your 
wives according to knowledge; 
giving honour unto the wife, 
as unto the weaker veſſel, and 
as being heirs together of the 
grace of life; that your prayers 
be not hindered. 1 S. Pet. 3. 7. 

Hitherto ye have heard the 
duty of the huſband toward 
the wife. Now likewiſe, ye 
wives, hear and learn your 
duties towards your huſbands, 
even as it is plainly ſet forth 
in holy Scripture. 

Saint Paul, in the afore- 
named Epiſtle to to the Ephe- 
ſians, teacheth you thus; Wives, 
ſubmit yourſelves unto your 
own huſbands, as unto the 
Lord. For the huſband is the 
head of the wife, even as 
Chriſt is the head of the 
Church: and he is the Saviour 
of the body. Therefore as the 
Church is ſubject unto Chriſt, 
ſo let the wives be to their own 
huſbands in every thing. And 


again he ſaith, Let the wife 


ſee that ſhe reverence her huſ- 


band. Epheſ. 5. 22. 

And in his Epiſtle to the Co- 
loſhans, Saint Paul giveth you 
this ſhort leſſon; Wives, fubmit 
ge unto your own huſ- 

ands, as it is fit in the Lord. 
Coloſſ. 3. 18. 

Saint Peter alſo doth in- 
ſtruct you very well, thus 
ſaying; Ye wives, be in ſub- 


jection to your own huſ— 


bands; that if any obey not 
the Word, they alſo may with- 
out the Word be won by the 
converſation of the wives; 
while they behold your chaſte 
converſation coupled with fear. 
Whoſe adorning, let it not be 
that outward adorning of 
plaiting the hair, and of wear- 
ing of gold, orof putting on of 


_ apparel; but let it be the hid- 


den man of the heart, in that 
which 1s not corruptible; even 
the ornament of a meek and 
quiet ſpirit, which is in the 
fight of God of great price. 
For after this manner in the 
old time the holy women alſo, 
who truſted in God, adorned 
themſelves, being in ſubjec- 
tion unto their own huſ- 
bands; even as Sarah obeyed 
Abraham, calling him Lord; 
whoſe daughters ye are as 
long as ye do well, and are 
not afraid with any amaze- 
ment. 1 S. Pet. 3. 1. 


1 1 is convenient, that the new-married Perſons ſhould receive the holy

AKE therefore in good 

part the chaſtiſement of 
the Lord: For {as Saint Paul 
ſaith in the twelfth Chapter to 
the Hebrews) whom the Lord 
loveth he chaſteneth, and 
ſcourgeth every ſon whom he 
receiveth. If ye endure chaſten- 
ing, God dealeth with you as 
with ſons: for what ſon is he 
whom the father chaſteneth 
not? But if ye be without 
chaſtiſement, whereof all are 
partakers; then are ye baſtards, 
and not ſons. Furthermore, 
we have had fathers of our 
fleſh, which corrected us, and 
we gave them reverence: ſhall 
we not much rather be in ſub- 
jection unto the Father of ſpi- 
rits, and live? For they verily 
for a few days chaſtened us 
after their own pleaſure; but 
he for our profit, that we might 
be partakers of his holineſs. 
Theſe words, good brother, are 
written in holy a e for 
our comfort and inſtruction; 


that we ſhould patiently and 
with thankſgiving bear our 
heavenly Father's correction, 
whenſoever by any manner of 


adverſity it ſhall pleaſe his 


x gracious 
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gracious goodneſs to viſit us. 
And there ſhould be no greater 
comlort to chriſtian perſons, 
than to be made like unto 
Chriſt, by ſuffering patiently 
adverſities, troubles, and fick- 
neſſes. For he himſelf went 
not up to joy, but firſt he ſuf- 
ſered pain; he entered not into 
his glory, before he was cru- 
cified. So truly our why. to 
eternal joy, is to ſuffer here 
with Chriſt; and our door to 
enter into eternal life, is gladly 
to die with Chriſt; that we 
may riſe again from death, 
and dwell with him in ever- 
laſting life. Now therefore, 


taking your fickneſs, which is 


thus profitable for you, pa- 
tiently; I exhort you in the 
Name of God, to remember 
the profeſſion which you made 
unto God in your Baptiſm. 
And foraſmuch as after this 
life there 1s an account to be 
given unto the righteous Judge, 
by whom all muſt be judged 
without reſpect of perſons; I 
require you to examine your- 
ſelf and your eſtate, both to- 
ward God and man; ſo that ac- 
culing and condemning your- 
ſelf for your own faults, you 
may find mercy at our hea- 
venly Father's hand for Chriſt's 
ſake, and not be accuſed and 
condemned in that fearful 
judgment. Therefore I ſhall 
rehearſe to you the Articles of 
our Faith; that you may 
know whether you do believe 
as a chriſtian man ſhould, 
or no.

1 The fick perſon ſhall anſwer, 
All this I ſtedfaſtly believe. 


1 Then ſhall the Minifler examine 
whether he repent him truly of 
his ſins, and be in charity with 
all the world; exhorting ham to 
forgive, from the bottom of has 
heart, all perſons that have of- 
fended him; and if he hath of- 
fended any other, to aſk them 
forgiveneſs; and where he hath 
done injury or wrong to any | 

man, 
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man, that he make amends to the : 


uttermoſt of his power, And if 
he hath not before diſpoſed of 
his goods, let him then be admo- 
niſhed to make his Will, and to 
declare his debts, what he oweth, 
and what is owing unto him; 
for the better diſcharging of his 
Conſctence, and the quietneſs of 

nis Executors. But men ſhould 
often be put in remembrance to 
take order for the ſettling of their 
temporal eſtates, whilſt they are 
in health. 


I Theſe words before rehearſed, may 
be ſaid before the Miniſter begin 
his Prayer, as he ſhall ſee cauſe. 


1 The Miniſter ſhould not omit ear- 
neſily to move ſuch ſick perſons 
as are of ability, to be liberal to 
the Poor. 


1 Here ſhall the ſick perſon be moved 
to make a ſpeaal Confeſſion of 
his fins, if he ſeel his Conſcience 
troubled with any weighty matter. 
After which Confeſſion, the Prieſt

COMMUNION of the SICK. 


1 Foraſmuch as all mortal men be ſubjeA to many ſudden perils, diſeaſes, 
and ſicłneſſes, and ever uncertain what time they ſhall depart out of this 
life; therefore, to the intent they may be always in a readineſs to die, 
whenſoever it ſhall pleaſe Almighty God to call them, the Curates ſhall 
diligently from time to time (but eſpecially in the time of Peſlilence, or other 
infectious Sickneſs) exhort their Pariſhioners to the often receiving of the 
holy Communion of the Body and Blood of our Saviour Chriſt, when it 
ſhall be publickly adminiſtered in the Church; that ſo doing, they may, in 
caſe of ſudden viſitation, have the leſs cauſe to be diſquieted for lack of 
the ſame. But if the fick perſon be not able to come to the Church, and yet 
is deſirous to receive the Communion in his houſe; then he muſt give timely 
notice to the Curate, fignifying alſo how many there are to communicate 
with him, (which ſhall be three, or two at the leaſl;) and having a con- 
ventent place in the fick man's houſe, with all things neceſſary ſo prepared, 

that the Curate may reverently miniſter; he ſhall there celebrate the 
holy Communion, beginning with the Collect, Epiſile, and Goſpel, here 
following.

upon the Croſs for him, and ſhed his Blood for his redemption; earneſtly 
remembering the benefits he hath thereby, and giving him hearty thanks 
therefore; he doth eat and drink the Body and Blood of our Saviour 
Chriſt profitably to his Soul's health, although he do not receive the Sacra- 
ment with his mouth. 


Mien the fick perſon is viſited, and recerveth the holy Communion all at 
one time, then the Prieſt, for more expedition, ſhall cut off the Form of the 
Viſitation at the Pſalm In thee, O Lord, have I put my truſt, &c.] 
and go ſtraight to the Communion. 


J In the time of the Plague, Sweat, or ſuch other like contagious times of 
fickneſs or diſeaſes, when none of the Pariſh or Neighbours can be gotten 
lo communicate with the fuck in their houſes, for fear of the infection; upon 
ſpecial requeſt of the diſeaſed, the Miniſter may only communicate with him.

The laſt enemy that 
ſhall be deſtroyed is death: for 
he hath put all things under 
his feet. But when he faith, 
Al! 
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All things are put under him; 
it is manifeſt that he is except- 
ed, which did put all things 
under him. And when all 
things ſhall be ſubdued unto 
him, then ſhall the Son alſo 
himſelf be ſubject unto him 
that put all things under him, 
that God may be all in all. 
Elſe what ſhall they do which 
are baptized for the dead, if 
the dead riſe not at all? Why 
are they then baptized for the 
dead? And why ſtand we in 
jeopardy every hour? I pro- 
teſt by your rejoicing, which I 
have in Chriſt Jeſus our Lord, 
I die daily. If after the man- 
ner of men I have fought with 
beaſts at Epheſus, what ad- 
vantageth it me, if the dead 
riſe not? Let us cat and drink, 
for to-morrow we die. Be not 
deceived: Evil communica- 
tions corrupt good manners. 
Awake to righteouſneſs, and 
fin not; for ſome have not the 
knowledge of God: I ſpeak 
this to your ſhame. But ſome 
man will ſay, How are the 
dead raiſed up? and with what 
body do they come? Thou 
fool, that which thou ſoweſt, 
is not quickened, except it die. 
And that which thou ſoweſt, 
thou ſoweſt not that body that 
ſhall be; but bare grain, it 
may chance of wheat, or of 
ſome other. grain; But God 
giveth it a body, as it hath 
Pad him; and to every ſeed 

is own body. All fleſh is not 
the ſame fleſh; but there is one 
kind of fleſh of men, another 


fleſh of beaſts, another of fiſhes, 
and another of birds. There 
are alſo celeſtial bodies, and 
bodies terreſtrial: but the glory 
of the celeſtial is one, and the 
glory of the terreſtrial is ano- 
ther. There is one glory of 


the ſun, and another glory of 


the moon, and another glory 
of the ſtars; for one ſtar differ- 
eth from another ſtar in glory. 
So allo is the reſurrection of 
the dead: It is ſown in cor- 
ruption, it is raiſed in incor- 
ruption: It is ſown in diſhon- 
our, it is raiſed in glory: It is 
ſown in weakneſs, it is raiſed 
in power: It is ſown a natural 
body, it is raiſed a ſpiritual 
body. There is a natural bo- 
dy, and there is a ſpiritual 
body. And fo it is written, 
The firſt man Adam was made 
a living ſoul, the laſt Adam 
was made a quickening ſpirit. 
Howbeit, that was not firſt 
which is ſpiritual, but that 
which is natural; and after- 
ward that which 1s ſpiritual, 
The firſt man 1s of the earth, 
earthy: the ſecond man 1s the 
Lord from heaven. As 1s the 
earthy, ſuch are they that are 
earthy; and as is the heavenly, 
ſuch are they alſo that are hea- 
venly. And as we have borne 
the image of the earthy, we 
ſhall alſo bear the image of 
the heavenly. Now this I ſay, 
brethren, that fleſh and blood 
cannot inherit the kingdom 
of God: neither doth corrup- 
tion inherit incorruption. Be- 
hold, I ſhew you a myſtery:

30 When the company 
of the ſpear-men, and 
multitude of the migh- 
ty are ſcattered abroad 
among the beaſts of the 
people, ſo that they hum- 
bly bring pieces of ſilver:

about him: bring pre- 


ſents unto him that ought 
to be feared. 

12 He ſhall refrain the 
ſpirit of princes: and 1s 
wonderful among the 
kings of the earth, 


PSAL. 77. Voce mea ad 
Dominum. 


Will cry unto God 


with my voice: even 


unto God will I cry with 
my voice, and he ſhall 
hearken unto me. 

2 In the time of my 
trouble I ſought the Lord: 
my ſore ran, and ceaſed 
not in the night-ſeaſon; 


my ſoul refuſed comfort. 


3 When II am in hea- 
vineſs, I will think upon 
God: when my heart is 
vexed, I will complain. 
4 Thou holdeſt mine 
eyes waking: I am fo 


feeble, that I cannot 
ſpeak. 

5 I have conſidered the 
days of old: and the 
years that are paſt. 

6 I call to remem- 
brance my ſong: and in 
the night I commune with 
mine own heart, and 
ſearch out my ſpirits. 

7 Will the Lord ab- 
ſent himſelf for ever: and 
will he be no more 1n- 
treated ? 

8 Is his mercy clean 
gone for ever: and is his 
promiſe come utterly to 
an end for evermore? 

9 Hath God forgot- 
ten to be gracious: and 
will he ſhut up his 
loving-kindneſs in diſ- 
pleaſure? 

10 And I ſaid, It is 
mine own infirmity: but 
Iwill remember the years 
of the right hand of the 
moſt Higheſt, 

11 I will remember the 
works of the Lord: and 
call to mind thy wonders 
of old time, 

12 I will think alſo of 


all thy works: and my 


talking 
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talking ſhall be of thy 
doings. 

13 Thy way, O God, 
is holy: who is ſo great 
a God as our God? 

14 Thou art the God 
that doeſt wonders: and 
haſt declared thy power 
among the people. 


15 Thou haſt mightily 


delivered thy people: 
even the ſons of Jacob 
and Joſeph. 

16 The waters ſaw thee, 
O God, the waters ſaw 
thee, and were afraid: 
the depths alſo were 
troubled. 

17 The clouds poured 
out water, the air thun- 
dered: and thine arrows 
went abroad. 

18 The voice of thy 
thunder was heard round 
about: the lightnings 
ſhone upon the ground; 
the earth was moved, 
and ſhook withal. 

19 Thy way is in the 
ſea, and thy paths in the 
great waters: and thy 

footſteps are not known. 
20 Thou leddeſt thy 
people like ſheep: by 
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the hand of Moſes and 
Aaron.

5 He made a covenant 
with Jacob, and gave 
Iſrael a law: which he 
commanded our forefa- 
thers to teach their chil- 
dren; 

6 That their poſterity 
might know it: and the 
children which were yet 
unborn ; 


Tx. 7 To 
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7 To the intent that 


when they came up: 
they might ſhew their 
children the ſame; 

8 'That they might put 


' their truſt in God: and 


not to forget the works 
of God, but to keep his 
commandments; 

9 And not to be as 
their forefathers, a faith- 
leſs and ſtubborn gene- 
ration: a generation that 
ſet not their heart aright, 
and whoſe ſpirit cleaveth 
not ſtedfaſtly unto God; 
10 Like as the children 
of Ephraim: who being 
harneſſed, and carrying 
bows, turned themſelves 
back in the day of battle. 

11 They kept not the 
covenant of God: and 
would not walk in his 
law; 


12 But forgat what he 


had done: and the won- 
derful works that he had 
ſhewed for them. 

13 Marvellous things 
did he in the fight of our 
forefathers, in the land 


of Egypt: even in the 


field of Zoan. 
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14 He divided the ſea, 
and let them go through: 
he made the waters to 
ſtand on an heap. 

15 In the day-timealſo 
he led them with a cloud: 
and all the night through 
with a light of fire. 

16 He clave the hard 
rocks in the wilderneſs: 
and gave them drink 
thereof, as it had been 


out of the great depth. 


17 He brought waters 
out of the ſtony rock: ſo 
that it guſhed out like 
the rivers. 

18 Yet for all this they 
ſinned more againſt him: 
and provoked the moſt 
Higheſt in the wilder- 
neſs. 

19 They tempted God 
in their hearts: and re- 


quired meat for their luſt. 


20 They ſpake againſt 
God allo, ſaying: Shall 
God prepare a table in 
the wilderneſs ? 

21 He ſmote the ſtony 
rock indeed, that the wa- 
ters guſhed out, and the 
ſtreams flowed withal: 
but can he give bread 

| alſo, 
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alſo, or provide fleſh for 
his people? 

22 When the Lord 
heard this, he was wroth: 
ſo the fire was kindled in 
Jacob, and there came 
up heavy diſpleaſure a- 
gainſt Iſrael; 

23 Becauſe they be- 
lieved not' in God: and 
put not their truſt in his 
help. I 
24 So he commanded 
the clouds above: and 
opened the doors of hea- 
ven. 

25 He rained down 
Manna allo upon them 
for to eat: and gave them 
food from heaven. 

26 So man did eat an- 
gels food: for he ſent 
them meat enough. 

27 He cauſed the eaſt- 
wind to blow under hea- 
ven: and through his 
power he brought in the 
ſouth-weſt-wind. 

28 He rained fleſh up- 

on them as thick as duſt: 
and feathered fowls like 
as the ſand of the ſea. 

29 He let it fall among 
their tents: even round 
about their habitation. 
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30 So they did eat and 
were well filled; for he 
gave them their own de- 
ſire: they were not diſ- 
appointed of their luſt. 

31 But while the meat 
was yet in their mouths, 
the heavy wrath of God 
came upon them, and 
ſlew the wealthieſt of 
them: yea, and ſmote 
down the choſen men 
that were in Iſrael. 

32 But forall this they 
ſinned yet more: and be- 
lieved not his wondrous 
works. 

33 Thereforetheirdays 
did he conſume in vani- 
ty: and their years in 
trouble. | 

34 When he flew them, 
they ſought him: and 
turned them early, and 
enquired after God. 

35 And they remem- 
bered that God was their 
ſtrength: and that the 
high God was their re- 
deemer. 

36 Nevertheleſs, they 
did but flatter him with 
their mouth: and diſſem- 
bled with him in their 
tongue. 37 For 
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37 For their heart was 
not whole with him: nei- 
ther continued they ſted- 
faſt in his covenant. 

38 But he was ſo mer- 


ci ful, that he forgavetheir 


miſdeeds: and deſtroyed 
them not. 

39 Yea, many a time 
turned he his wrath away: 
and would not ſuffer his 
whole diſpleaſure to ariſe. 

40 For he conſidered 
that they were but fleſh: 
and that they were even 
a wind that paſſeth away, 
and cometh not again. 

41 Many a time did 
they provoke him in the 
wilderneſs: and grieved 
him in the deſert. 

42 They turned back, 
and tempted God: and 
moved the Holy One in 
Iſrael. 

43 They thought not 
of his hand: and of the 


day when he delivered 


them from the hand of 
the enemy ; 


44 How he had wrought 


his miracles in Egypt: 
and his wonders in the 
field of Zoan. 
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45 He turned their wa- 
ters into blood: ſo that 
they might not drink of 
the rivers. 

46 He ſent lice among 
them, and devoured them 
up: and frogs to deſtroy 
them. 

47 He gave their fruit 
unto the caterpillar: and 
their labour unto the 
graſs-hopper. 

48 He deſtroyed their 
vines with hail-ſtones: 
and their mulberry- trees 
with the froſt. 

49 He ſmote their cat- 
tle alſo with hail-ſtones: 
and their flocks with hot 
thunder-bolts. 

5o He caſt upon them 
the furiouſneſs of his 
wrath, anger, diſplea- 
ſure, and trouble: and 
ſent evil angels among 
them. 

51 He made a way 
to his indignation, and 
ſpared not their ſoul 
from death: but gave 
their life over to the pe- 


ſtilence; 


52 And ſmote all the 


firſt-born in Egypt: the 
moſt 
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moſt principal and migh- 
tieſt in the dwellings of 
Ham. 

53 But as for his own 
people, he led them forth 
like ſheep: and carried 
them in the wilderneſs 
like a flock. 

54 He brought them 
out ſafely, that they ſhould 
not fear: and overwhelm- 
ed their enemies with the 
ſea. 


within the borders of his 
ſanctuary: even to his 
mountain, which he pur- 
chaſed with his right 
hand. 

56 He caſt out the hea- 
then alſo before them: 
cauſed their land to be 
divided among them for 
an heritage, and made 
the tribes of Ifrael to 
dwell in their tents. 

57 So they tempted, 
and diſpleaſed the moſt 
high God: and kept not 
e his teſtimonies; 

58 But turned their 
backs, and fell away like 
their forefathers: ſtarting 
aſide like a broken bow, 
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59 For they grieved him 
with their hill-altars: and 
provoked him to diſplea- 
ſure with their images. 

60 When God heard 
this, he was wroth: and 
took ſore diſpleaſure at 
Iſrael; 

61 So that he forſook 
the tabernacle in Silo: 
even the tent that he had 
pitched among men. 

62 He delivered their 
power into captivity : 
and their beauty into the 
enemies hand. 

63 He gave his people 
over alſo unto the ſword: 


and was wroth with his 


inheritance. 

64 The fire conſumed 
their young men: and 
their maidens were not 
given to marriage. 

65 Their prieſts were 
ſlain with the ſword: and 
there were no widows to. 
make lamentation. 

66 So the Lord awaked 
as one out of ſleep: and 
like a giant refreſhed with 
wine. 

67 He {mote his ene- 
mies in the hinder parts: 

and 
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and put them to a per- 
petual ſhame. 

68 He refuſed the ta- 
bernacle of Joſeph: and 
choſe not the tribe of 
Ephraim; 

69 But choſe the tribe 
of Judah: even the hill 
of Sion which he loved. 


70 And there he built 


his temple on high: and 
laid the foundation of it 
like the ground which he 
hath made continually. 

_ 71 He choſe David al- 
ſo his ſervant: and took 
him away from the ſheep- 
folds. 

72 As he was following 
the ews great with young 
ones, he took him: that 
he might feed Jacob his 
people, and Iſrael his in- 
heritance. 

73 So he fed them with 
a faithful and true heart: 
and ruled them prudently 
with all his power.

26 There go the ſhips, 
and there 1s that Levia-

23 8o he ſaid, he would 
have deſtroyed them, had

to turn away his wrath- 
ful indignation, leſt he 
ſhould deſtroy them. 
224 Yea, they thought 
ſcorn of that pleaſant 
land: and gave no cre- 
dence unto his word; 

25 But murmured in 
their tents: and hearkened 


not unto the voice of the 


Lord. 

26 Then lift he up his 

hand againſt them: to 
overthrow them in the 
_ wildernels; 
27 To caſt out their 
ſeed among the nations: 
and to ſcatter them in 
the lands. 

28 They joined them- 
ſelves unto Baal-peor: 
and ate the offerings of 
the dead. ER 

29 Thus they provoked 
him to anger with their 
own inventions: and the 
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22 Wondrous works in 


plague was great among 
them. | 

30 Then ſtood up Phi- 
nees, and prayed: and ſo 
the plague ceaſed. 

31 And that was count- 
ed unto him for righte- 
ouſneſs: among all poſte- 
rities for evermore. 

32 They angered him 
alſo at the waters of 
ſtrife: ſo that he puniſhed 


Moſes for their ſakes; 


33 Becauſe they pro- 
voked his ſpirit: ſo that 
he ſpake unadviſedly with 
his lips. | 

34 Neither deſtroyed 
they the heathen: as the 


Lord commanded them; 


35 But were mingled 
among the heathen: and 
learned their works; 

36 Inſomuch that they 
worſhipped their idols, 
which turned to their 
own decay: yea, they of- 
fered their ſons and their 
daughters unto devils; 

37 And ſhed innocent 
blood, even the blood of 
their ſons and of their 
daughters: whom they 
offered unto the idols of 

Canaan; 
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Canaan; and the land 
was defiled with blood. 

38 Thus were they 
ſtained with their own 
works: and went a whor- 
ing with their own in- 
ventions.

11 Becauſe they rebel- 
led againſt the words of 
the Lord: and lightly 
regarded the counſel of 
the moſt Higheſt;
